STROWG HOPE OF; RESCUE 



Gangway Where Men' Are Con- 
fined Filled for Distance 
of 350 Feet 



Pottsvillc, Pa., Feb, 17.— Twenty- 
eight miners were Imprisoned in the 
M.idvale colliery, near Mount Carmel, 
today by the breaking- of a dam of 
water which had formed in a drift, 
which caused a rush of mud into tho 
gangway where tho men were at work. 
All day long a party of rescuers en- 
deavored to reach the entombed men, 
and about 6 p. m. they were given en- 
couragement by the .sound of digging 
from tlio inside. Later a sliot was 
also heard, indicating that the men 
were at work to effect their own res- 
cue, and also givi.ng assurance tliat 
tho air Is good. 

Among,/ the men 'entombed aro a 
number of experienced miners, and it 
Is believed that it .will be possible to 
effect a rescue 'Of; all; the men, unless 
some should have met, death by being 
smothered in the rush of mud when 
the dam broke through the gangway. 

Several of them are Americans. 
They are - P.-. Robert, i.miner, Mount 
Carntel; ' Georgfej.'SmltHj'-v.jari.yer, Mount 
Carmel; r'VVnii -Farley, .

The 
heavy rains and thaw of the last few 
days had, cau'sied a large amount of 
water to accuniulato la number 2 drift 
and tile pressure became so heavy tliat 
it finally broke through.and a great 
sea of mud flowed into the gangway 
whore .the inen wore at worlc, It filled 
for.'jaLdlslarice of 350 foot, and it will 
be -necesSSry to dig through the bar- 
rier of mud to got at the workmen 
frotn this direction. 
' Three different rescuing parties have 
been put to work In an endeavor to re- 
lease the entombed men, one force is 
digging away the* great bank of mud 
which filled the headway, another gang 
is engaged in driving a headway from 
an adjoining hcaaway, while a third 
has been put to work at a point where 
tho entombed men were to liavo driven 
tho lieadinp^io the surface from tho 
gangway in wliich they are now im- 
prisoned. 

It is believed that the last-named 
gang will be the first to reach the en- 
tombed men. Great crowds of people 
have gathered around tho mouth of the 
slope, and hn^'o announced their in- 
tention of r/wnalnlng all. nlght.i>. They 
Include the families of the 'entombed

— Reports received 
here from Armenia declare that all the 
Redlfs, or Turkish army service force 
in Van, Mush and the other vilayets 
of Asia Minor have been called to tho 
colors, and are proceeding 'there tor 
the frontier. At tho same time a 
league of all the Turkl'ih revolution 
parties is increasing the revolutionary 
agitation. Appeals and proclan-ations 
are being issued exhorting tiic popu- 
lation to protest in every wav poss-iblo 
against the warlike pl;ins of the Sul- 
tan. Tlie league holds that v;ar wculd 
be especially disastrous at the pie;-ent 
time, as there is a fan .le in As''a 
Minor.

Govei'nment Votes Down Reso- 
. lution of Mr. Hawthorn- 
' ' thwaite 



An important aiinounccmont was 
made at the tiUtIng of the legislature 
yosterilay by Hon. .R. G. Tatlow, min- 
ister of liiiance. This was to the ef- 
fect that tiie government ha.s been 
conaiilering a reduction of the person- 
al property tax and at next ses.sion 
tliey will ijrobably bring in a measure 
reiluelng it materially. Jlr. Tatlow, 
in answer to a (lucstion upon the or- 
der, .stated that the Koverniuent had 
eon.sidered the aavlsiibility of hand 
ing a portion of the tax over to the 
municipalities but had. later .deemed it 
prorferable to reniit it ^irect to the In- 
dividual. 

The Hes.sion was marked by the de- 
bate upon Mr Hawthornthwaite's re- 
solution looiiing to a coniniiaslon to en- 
fiuiro Into the situation in the coal 
niliu'.s. :Mi-. Ilawthornthwalte in hl.s 
preamble alleged that most of the laws 
for the protection and relief of the 
miners were .set at nauglit. He speci- 
lically stated that at Comox there were 
many hundred Asiatics employed who 
knew nothing of Kngllsh and who 
through their ignorance were a menace 
to the lives of the while miricrs. 

His remarks brought Hon. Richard 
McBrlde to his' feet with a defence of 
the mines department, and the oflicials 
under it. He referred to the inspect- 
ors of coal mines under the act In 
highly eulogistic terms, and maintained 
that there was no necessity Cor an en- 
quiry for no speclllc complaints had 
ever been received by the department. 

The miners liad their board of exam- 
iners in the different colllerlGS. The 
miners at Comox were so salistied with 
conditions that they had never availed 
themselves of the right to appoint an 
examiner. They had been satisfied to 
leave this to the government. The 
premier's remarks were received with 
applause. i\rr. ■\Iacdonald did not ex- 
press an opinion as to the justice of 
Mr. Hawthornthwaite's contentions, 
nor had lie anything to say against tlie 
mines departments. He thought that 
the best Interests of the province would 
be served by having an eiKiuiry, iiovv- 
evor 

The resolution was \'oted down on a 
straight party vote, the go\ernment 
against the united opijositlon. 

The third reading of the bill to in- 
corporate the Hudson Bay Pacific rail- 
way company- took place. 

A number of bills were conmiitted 
and will be reported tomorrow. The 
house in committee again considered 
the University bill, but rose and re- 
l)orted progress. J. A. iMacdonald mov- 
ed to strike out the section dealing 
with the granting of theological de- 
grees by theological colleges in affilia- 
tion with the university but this was 
voted do\vn. . . '

Mr. Hawthornthwaite: I beg to move 

^Vhereas this legislature enacted In 
ISUTj An act to amend the Coal Mines 
Itegulatiun iu:l, providing that no per- 
son should be employed underground 
in any. coal mine for a . longer period 
than elgilt hflurs from "bank to bank" 
(surface entrance into a mine) ; and 

WhereaSvthlS'leiglslature turther en- 
acted ih*-19(),3--i*Aj:i'=' act to l^urther 
Amend tKe Coal 'Minea Kegulatlon act, 
which provides "Coal Miner" shall 
mean a persoh employed undergroilhd 
in any coal mine to cut, shear, break 
or locsen coal frona the solid, whether 
by hand or machinery, and, after the 
coming into force of this act, pos- 
sessed of a certificate of competency 
as such," and further, HI. "Xu certifi- 
cate of competency shall be granted to 
any coal lyiner who does not satisfy 
the majority of the board of examin- 
ers that ho is sufficiently conversant 
with the English language, and with 
the provisions of the acts relating to 
coal mining and rules and rogulations

Whereas It is tilso well known that 
a horde of illiterate Orientals are em- 
jiioyed underground in the mines at 
Cumberland; I, 

Therefore, be It resolved fhat the 
govei'mneut t;ike prompt measures to 
cnriuire into the foi'egoing matters and 
enforce the laws in question. 

Statements Misleading. 

He remarked that the statements 
which had been given out by the de- 
partment of mines with ro.siiect to the 
number of Orientals employed In these 
mines, and especially underground, 
had been mi;deading and Incorn^ct. 
]3ut he did ni.it cliarge llie ndnister of 
mines witli delibei-ately misleading the 
house in this resni'et. On the con- 
trar.v, he was quite satisfKHl that the 
minister had been himself deceived; 
although the result in either ca.se was 
the same. Many accidents , had. oc- 
curred, and undoubtedly these'.; ;Wore 
due to the incompetency of :theWe men 
who wore employed on facQ;^^brk, and 
the public In this proVlhce I S'i^fis not 
aware of the facts. The' first hilnister 
had told the house that the Oriental 
miners in tlio Cumberland inines re- 
ceived the same vvage.s wldch wore 
paid to the white miners. But he 
found in W. Ij. Marl;pn:'.io King's re- 
port on Oriental immigration that 
the.so men's wages varied from .$1.50 
to $1.00 a day. The lion, the first 
mlnlstm- had been dee'elved on this 
point by the cpmpany, by whom .scores 
of these Orlental.s were emplo?,-od un- 
derground In defiance of the law. He 
was Infor ,.ed that this comjiany em- 
ployed 350 whites and 1,750 Cn-lentals 
in that town, and that upward.s of 
1,000 of the latter wore wnrklhg under 
ground In open defiance of the law, a« 



far as the examinations are concerned! 
Tliese men were notrquallfled, and< as' 
a rule were an undesirable class* for; 
employment underground. 'Jt > was- 
well' known that It was the policy of 
this company to favor the employment 
of no other class underground, holding 
tlnit the Orientals woro more desirable 
for this purpose than the ordinary 
white labor, for this was most unfair 
to other corporations In tlio province 
Which only employed white men; for 
this was the only company In the pro- 
vlnce. whlch used this class of labor. 
. , -.Thoro were :other .corporations.,. which 
icar rled' i on » opei'atlons:i<.'pn'i: aajvext'^nslye 
scale, but; wljlch did 'not, employ Ori- 
ental lahor at all, And all this was 
eminently, lunfalrv. ^nd ' unjust, ■= some 
steps must he talten to find a remedy. 
The minors themselves were practic- 
ally helpless in the matter. It was 
true that these men were supposed to 
elect a member of the mining board; 
but if one of these men took the posi- 
tion and did his duty, ho would as.sur- 
edly lose his job in 24 hours. And If 
all the members of trades unions in 
the mines were not discharged, trades 
union officials would unquestionably 
lose their, positions. ' , ' 
. Opposed to ^'Unions. 
I-Iaving qupt,edi/kt?Somo' 'length from 
the evldeii'p^iii^lyeififSJtfy . Hon. .lames 
Dunsmulr ;ijr'before''tHe" commission, in 
which he :deblated his obilectlon to all 
f<nMnsfofi'unlpn labor, Mr. Hawthorn- 
thwaite said it 'was impossible' In yuch 
condltibna fbi-" the rtien working in 
these mines to form unions and to ob- 
tain protection In this way, and they 
had absolutely 'to depend , upon the 
government and thlsX5h0U'Se lor the 
protection of their lives. ' iFor, he in- 
sisted, that these men were not and 
had not been receiving the protection 
which they should possess. Some 
weeks ago, through an explosion 
which had occurred in one of the 
mines, a number of men were Injured, 
and one or two of them, whom he had 
seen, had been marred and maimed 
for life. He was convinced that these 
accidents wore not reported as fully 
a.s they should be, and ^that, the, public 
wds not properly inrotmed oh the sub- 
ject. 

It v/as said that Injured men could 
obtain compensation, but the fact was 
that they simply daro not take advan- 
tage of the law, even for the slightest 
injury, as they would not be again 
employed. And even when men were 
killed, their widows dared not seek 
damages, lest their children bo prac- 
tically driven out of the district. Such 
a condition of affairs was abnormal, 
and should not be permitted to exist 
in this province. He strongly urged 
the minister of mines to order a thor- 
ough investigation into all these mat- 
ters, and ascertain wlicther his state- 
ments wore, or wore not. correct. He 
wa.s satisfied that his sta'ternents were 
quite correct, and it was the duty of 
the government of the house to make 
an investigation and . let; the"'piibllc 
know the' truth. 

Premier's Reply 
Hon. Mr. McBride: Mr. Speaker, I 
wish to take up two or three of the 
statements of my hon. friend. I am 
told, f4r, that I have been deceived 
and deceived by officials of my de- 
partment. Well, my hon. friend, in 
that case must refer to the inspectors 
of my department. The.^e gentlemen 
are three in number, but not one of 
them was aiipointed by this govern- 
ment, and all tliem have been of- 
ficials of the department and members 
of the civil '.service for some years. 
With regard to two of them, com- 
plaints were at one time made, but 
the official Investigation, which fol- 
lowed, showed that these complaints 
were absolutely groundless. . .(Hear, 
hear.) And speaking for myself,> air,- 
as the minister in charge of S the de- 
partment of mines, I have nothing to 
say in respect : to -these' gentlemen ex- 
cept to' express the strongest possible 
confidence in these officials. 

It is an.oasy thing, sir, to make a 
charge against civil service officials, 
but we frequently find in such instances 
that there Is no foundation . for the 
charges. (Hear,^ hear.) This proved 
to bo tho> fact, in the cases of Messrs. 
JIcGregbc and .DlCk when an Invosti- 
gatioh" .toolc''pla.cfe;'',' And if any direct 
complaints; framed along the lines of 
the charges, which are now preferred 
by my hon, friend, are submitted to 
my department I shall be only too 
happy and too pleased to order a 
strict Inquiry to bo made, and to see 
that every possible facility shall bo 
given for*a-yei^'full and a very com- 
plete investigation. (Cheers.) 

Official Figureis , , 

Mr. Speaker, when I was addressing 
the house the other day on this sub- 
ject, I had In my opinion at any rate 
every justification for every statement 
which I gave to ray hon, friend, who 
now tells the house that on his in- 
formation. 850 white men . and l.TCO 
Orientais' are 'employed at the Union 
mines. My. hon. friend does not give 
the source of his Information, but I 
would 'take' It, th'at this comes from 
.some one' In. that locality. My infor- 
mation oh' the subject, however, sir, 
is more direct, and is of a depart- 
mental character, and the figures 
which I will give to the house will go 
to show that instead of 1,750 Orien- 
tals being employed in those, mines, 
there are biit 405. CHear, hear;). The 
complete figures are as follows: 

Employed by : the Wellington Col- 
liery at , Comox under grbitnd; ChN 
neso miners, 52; runners, 13; nuilc- 
drivers, 34;'and laborers, on roads, 
etc., 39; and by wdiite miners as help- 
ei's, and not paid by the company, 
122, making a total of 2G0; while these 
are the' figures for the .Tapunose: 
Miners, 37; runners, 8; mulc-drivcrs, 
0; ialioror.s on roads, etc., 12; and 
employed by white miners and con- 
triictors as helijers and paid entirely 
by then), 82, making a total of Jajia- 
ne.se of liir, or a gr;i,nd total of ■10!') 
Asiatics onii)loyed underground, of 
whom 20'1 are employed and paid by 
miners and eontractorft, - and 201 arc 
employed and jmld'\'b)f",the' 'Company.

Hawthoiriithwajtoi Disputes 
l\lr HawthorhtijWalte': ' . is this the 
number emplo;^ed by , the company al- 
together? i ■ 
Hon. Mr. McBride:: 'X'es, underground. 
Mr. Hawthornthwaltb:' I am inform- 
ed that 1,750 are-worlclng'for the com- 
pany, and I wouldVlllce ■ to ask about 
the 500 JapanesoT.under contract to this 
;c6mpany. ■>■■;'■.,. •I-".' :'■ 

' Hon. Mr.' MoBrlde: "Well, I am not 
here to answer for the company. Now, 
Mr. Speaker, I wish at once to make 
my position clear in respect to this 
whole matter. I am not here in any 
capacity as the spokesman for the 
Union Colliery company. I am merely 
here to advise the house in regard to 
the facts so far ds the department has 
knowledge oC them. (Hear, hear.) 
Through Examining Board 
The strength of my hon. friend's case 
if it has an,vtlilnK at all in it, lies in 
the statement that the lives of while 
miners are (indangered by the employ- 
nu-^nt imdirground of Asiatics who are 
illiterate and who know, nothing of the 
working of mines;: ■ I shave aubmltted 
figures showing how ' many.;; of • ithesa 
people are engaged in tl^o mlttes, and 



now comes :^he.i:ques'tion hpw these 
men come'tO'b&femployed In the mines 
,as miners 7»A'ifd l answer only through 
the agencya'of'ithe examining board, on 
which the miners themselves have rep- 
resentation, under the coal mines 
regulation act. 

In the winter of 1801-2, I am Inform- 
ed Dy the deputy minister of mines, a 
deputation' of miners, headed by Ralph 
Smith', met a deputation' of miners In 
■Victoria, when they expressed their en- 
tire satisfaction with the scheme 
adopted. And since then no complaints 
have been made to the department that 
it Was not working satisfactorily un- 
der the provisions adopted in that 
act and In amending acts for the 
guidance of the board. 

Formerly the board consisted of five 
members, of wdiom two were appointed 
by tile company, two were elected by 
the miners and one was appointed by 
the government, who also acted as sec- 
retary, and they vvere each paid $5 ])er 
day for their services. But since 1904 
the board has .consisted of three mem- 
bers of whom one is appointed by the 
company, one is elected by the miners, 
and one is appointed by , the govern- 
ment and acts as secretary,, and the 
scheme has throughout worked so sat- 
isfactorily that there have absolutely 
been no complaints; while everybody 
has felt that the law was being com- 
plied with in a substantial way. 
(Cheers.);.;.; . ''rV'. ^/ 

Have Never Elected Man 

In Cumberland the miners have 
never availed themselves of the right 
and privilege of electing a member of 
this boiu-d, and under rule 10, with 
the approval of the miners, the board 
was completed. The minister of 
mines was also obliged to appoint 
members or alternates .', at the Na- 
nalmo ; colliery ' of the Western Fuel 
Company. 

't'ho '^department Is not aware that 
any persdft ,lS''ehiployed as a coal 
miner In connection with any'colliery 
without beirigr In possession of a cer- 
tificate of ' competency (hear), and if 
any person Is so employed, it is not 
the fault of tlio department that the 
clauses of the act in this relation liave 
not been properly enforced. (Hear, 
hear.) 

The Inspectors have very expjlclt 
instruction.s, sir, from the department 
to .spare no effort in seeing that the 
laws and regulations are enforced to 
the very letter. (Hear, hear.) And 
what is more, sir, they have parti- 
cular instructions to take their in- 
formation from all sources, and to 
make themselves quite as closely 
acquainted with the views of llie 
miners as. with those of the compan- 
ies themselves, acting In every re- 
spect as indeijendent and as efficient 
oUlcers of the crown, giving no favors 
and I'cceivlng none, and at all times to 
do ,evorytihing connected \rith their 
duty in an absolutely ,talr and impar- 
tial manner. (Cheers.) These, sir, 
are the instructions, whicli they have 
from the department, and so long as 
they do their duty along these lines, 
their work will receive the fullest en- 
dorsation of the government. (Clieers.) 

Now, Mr. Speaker, there is abso- 
lutely nothing in this inatter which 
savors of party politics, nor is there 
In it any question, which to my mind, 
involves political controversy, but 
sir, everything that is in any way con- 
cei-ned with .the,adminiatration_of the 
department of mineis, V,m cori- 
sidered a-matter/of graye ,ijj)pbctahce.

Two More Inspectors 
I have spoken, sir, of the three in- 
spectors who have been oltickils of the 
deijartnient in years gone by, and who 
are still in the service of the country. 
Lot mo now add tlutt it is the inten- 
tion of the department having in view 
the development of other coal mines 
in the province of British Columbia, 
to Increase the number of inspectors 
and to have this change take place at 
the end of the fiscal year, so that by 
the opening of the fiscal year of 190a 
we'-shall, have two' additional in- 
spectors.

COMPANY CLAIMS 
TO HAVE^MONflPOLY 

B, C, Electric Co. Takes Excep- 
tion to Granting City Right 
to-Supply Power >. 



The Victoria Waterworks bill was 
considered by the private bills com 
mittee of the logislaturQ this morning 
and the arguments of counsel repre- 
senting tlic various interests affected, 
were lieard 

Four petitions against the proposed 
act have been received and the bill will 
probably spend some time In commit- 
tee. 

Tile most radical opposition to pro- 
visions of the bill is contained in the 
petition of the British Columbia Elec- 
tric company. E. V. Bodwell, K.C., 
represented the company but, owing to 
Ills being unavoidably absent, the pow- 
er clauses were not considered at the 
sitting yesterday. 

The petition of the company virtual- 
ly sets forth the contention that the 
company has the exclusive rigiit to 
supply electricity, electrical power or 
power of any kind to tlio city of Vic 
toria, or to the district witiiin a radius 
of ten miles. 

The pi;eamblo to the petition sots 
forth: 

"That tlio said act simong other 
things provides tliat the corporation of 
tliQ city of Victoria sliall have power 
to construct, operate and maintain 
electric works, power iiouses, generat- 
ing plants and .such other appliance^ 
and conveniences as are necessary or 
proper for tlic generating of electricity 
and electric power or any other form of 
developed power and for tran.smitting 
the same to be used by all persons ccm- 
tracting with the corporation therefor, 
within a radius of ten miles froni tho 
city hall in the city of Victoria, as a 
motive power for the operation of mo- 
tors, or machinery or electric lighting 
or other works; and to supply the said 
power for heating; and in aid of any 
industry, manufacturiB^!prriw*prk of any 
description to which It niajr, be adapt- 
ed; and also to , supply ihe, said povver 
tor any other purpose for which elec- 
uielty or eloctrlp powor may be em- 
ployed, or required; and also to build, 
construct, maintain telephone and tele- 
graph poles and -wires, and all other 
plant, material and works whlqh are 
necessary for carrying on a general

Representing the Esquimalt Water- 
works company, A. P Luxton, K.C., 
pointed out that there was a veiled 
meaning in the various clauses of tlie 
act. Tho city asked the right to go 
upon the lands of the Esquimalt Wa- 
terworks company or to drive a tunnel 
beneath it. They could thus, without 
paying adquate compensation, divert 
the iiresent company's water. W. J. 
Taylor, K.C., representing tho city, 
maintained that this clause was merely 
that tho ciiy might tunnel under a cer- 
tain section of the lands of the Esqui- 
mau Waterworits company in order to 
get a more direct line of pipe to Sooke 
lake, whence tiio city expected to draw 
their supply. Thl.s was sliorter than 
laying a pipe line around, ■whlcli would 
necessitate going some thirty miles, 
and by whlcli route the fall would not 
be so good. 

3\lr. Tajioli maintained that the tun- 
nel would not divert .water from the 
Esquimalt company's watershed. 

iVIr. ljuxton took exception to this on 
tlie grounds that the tunnel might 
readily strike a fault or litisure and 
divert all tho water fi'oni one or other 
of tho reservoirs. 

I'Yequent references w(!ro niado by 
botli iMr T;iylor and j\Ir. l..,uxton to 
the recent judgment of the privy 
council. 

Oak Bay's Objections. 

JI. G. Lawson, representing tlic muni- 
cipality of Oak Bay, took exception to 
certain clauses of tho proposed act, lie 
pointed out that powor was sought by 
Victoria to expropriate any land oi' lay 
mains required in the municipality of 
Oak Bay. He asked that in tho event 
of this being granted that a clause 
giving Oak Bay reciprocal riglits in tiic 
cUy of Victoria be granted. lie fur- 
ther asked that in the event of tlio 
eectlon of tho bill authorizing the city 
to supply water to adjacent munici- 
palities be passed that a clause com- 
pelling the city to deliver tho water 
in bulk to the municipality to distri- 
bute, be inserted and also that the rate 
be nxed. He objected to the city be- 
ing grasted, the ' right to re^iord water 
within; the murtJclp^ity, 

The latter, Mr. Taylor, at once agreed 
to waive. After some discussion It 
was thought that Victoria and Oak 
Bay could come to .some decision out- 
.slde the committee. 

Asks for Compensation. 

On behalf of A. E Todd, If. Pooley 
stated tlmt his client's shooting lodge 
at Sooke lake would be Injured by tlio 
proposal to dam that water. lie asked 
that his client be guaranteed compen- 
sation before the work was eonimcncod. 

Jlr. Taylor maintained tliat the city 
merely sought to be allowed to take 
water from Sooke lako by tho shortest 
route. It asked that certain, powers 
v.'Iiich they nan under previous legis- 
lation bo reaffirmed. 

The proceeding.'! were watched by 
Mayor Hall, City Solicitor Mann, and 
Water Commissioner Ra>'mur on be- 
half of the city, by Iteeve Oliver on 
bohalf of Oalc Bay, and T. Lubhc, of 
the Esquimalt AVaterworks company. 

Siip^'.-HUesey Starts Back

That the city la going ahead too 
fast witli its policy of boulevarding the 
city 'Streets, and spending too mucli 
money on the mere ornamentation of 
the thoroughfares, when many streets 
are in a bad condition and require at- 
tention to make them of service, was 
the opinion of Aid. Cameron .express- 
ed at last night's meeting of the , city 
council. Ho was inclined to thinlithat 
after the city had provided for the 
grading and <xnttvftdan)ls!lngr ;.of streets 
and tho laying i^liereon?.of;' pprmanent 
sidewalks, it'had ^gone far 'enough, In

In fact, he declared hlm.seit to be m 
favor of It, but ho. conslucred it a pity 
that money was spent on putting in 
liouievards and planting trees on tlieae 
boulevards, while on otlier streets the 
property owners were complaining of 
tho unsatisfactory conditions. On 
some of the streets trec.s were being 
planted, where, as a matter of fact, 
trees should be out down. 

.Aid. Cameron's remarks were occa- 
sioned by a resolution introciuccd by 
Aid. Henderson tlmt it is desirable to 
grade, inacadanii/.n -and construct per- 
nnuient sidewalks -with curlj and gut- 
ter, and also boulevards on Gladstone 
avcnuo from Stanley to Bulinont ave- 
nues, and also to grade, macadamize 
and construct boulevards, with curb 
and gutter, on Cross street, between 
St. ,Tohn and Montreal street.^, and to 
provide for the annual up-keep of such 
boulevards. 

IVIioht Be Better Spent. 

Aid. Cameron thought it was time 
for tho council to consider this ques- 
tion of boulevards, and how they were 
going to be taken charge of. When 
submitted a,i above it was not a ques- 
tion for the property owner to say 
whether as ratepayers they should 
adopt the whole or a part, and ho felt 
that It was going a little too fast. He 
did not wish to indicate tliat he was 
against •' tho boulevard £\-.= tem, but 
when a road had been graded and ma- 
cadamized and permanent sidewalks 
laid, tho city had gone far enough for 
the time being. Later tho ornamental 
part! of; the work could be done. 
' ' !;iLld." tPulIerton pointed out that in 
the case of boulevards .-iuch work is 
dono only after tho property owners 
request it, ajid have agreed to pay for 
it. He considered it would be a great 
mistake if tlio plan adopted by tho 
last council were now discontinued. 

Aid. Henderson iiointcd out that 
there is now .so much work -ahead to 
be done under the local improvement 
plan that the city cannot attend to It, 
and argued from that that the people 
were in favor of the improvements. 
Beyond Its Income. 

Aid. Hall agreed with Aid. Cameron, 
declaring that the asthetic taste was 
being acquired while the city was still 
on a cornboef and cabbage income. 
Tho necessary work on the streets 
should be done first,, and afterwards, 
when tho questlon'.of ^beautifying th^m 
arose, it would be- time- to consider 
tho matter. 

Mayor Hall pointed out that there 
was just one point about which the 
ratepayer did not ' have information, 
and that was what the system of 
boulevarding cost. Last year It had 
cost seven cents per foot front. 

After some discussion tho resolution 
of Aid. Henderson carried, as did also 
one by the same alderman providing 
tor tho. laying of jaf permanent side- 
walk on Cook -street, between Fort and 
Pandora streets.

Question of Rates 

In connection with this matter oC 
bettor i>rolection from firo tlic fol- 
lowing communication from Foster 
Macgurn was read and laid over; 
Ro Fire Protection 

Gentlemen: Aa -the Vscomroenda- 
tlons of the fire warflpiw for better 
protectjion against fire In thl^ city win 
ho considered by your honorable body 
tonight, I desire to call ydur attention 
to some points that I think are very 
important. 

1. The companies, , through' their 
head offices, after the fJIre' oiC July 
last, considered the ednflajsratlon haz- 
ard in Victoria, so serious that tliey 
felt it necessary to Increase the rates 
In the congested business portion by 
an addition of 3P per pent, and their 
manner Of doing it was to make It an 
extra aillH not iricorpoi:at(»- it In tlie 
regular rates. 

2. Tho hydraulic engineer, Mr. 
Howe, employed by the head offices, 
came here to make a thorough investi- 
gation and report. He spent several 
weeks on the work and you have his 
printed report before you, which dis- 
closes a very serious condition of 
things and that we are liable to have 
our city entirely wiped out by a fire 
which may take place at any time but 
more likely during the dry season. 

Hl.'S 'recommendation was tliac a 
high pressure salt water system be in- 
stalled at a cost of $250,000, together 
with certain other important rocom- 
mondations in connection therewith. 

3. The fire wardens after, I ,am cer- 
tain, careful consideration recommend 
a .'^alt water svstem to cost some $55,- 
000. 

Now this matter is too Important to 
ho hurriedly co,;sldered, and I think 
It would be well before adopting any 
courso to take step.3 and ascertain 
from the head offices of the companies 
just what v.'ill be satisfactory to them, 
and naturally the propo.sed plan of 
the fire wardens would, in that case, 
bo submitted to their hydraulic engi- 
neer. 

Companies iVlay insist 

Tho companies could not bo consid- 
ered unrcaaonabio if tliey insisted 
upon all tlie recomniepdation.s of their 
engineer being carried out because 
they are paying in direct taxes to tiio 
city of Victoria a sum vvhich would 
pay tho interest on the $250,000 at 
say, 5 Lier cent.

When one Tcads ■ that report ■ they 
can only wonder • why > a gr6at catas- 
trophe has not - overtaken our city 
before this, and like Chicago it waits 
until some special condition and a 
simple accident occurs, like Mrs. 
Leary's cov.' upsetting the lamp, whlcli. 
started the gi'eal conflagration in Chi- 
cago. Such disasters arc rare ljut no 
ono can foretell just when the condi- 
tions will produce tlie di.saster. 

As an underwriter, I can say with- 
out an.v he.sitation that no plan of 
protection, dependent as it must iie- 
ce.'ssarlly bo upon the power plant, will 
be satisfactory, where such plant Is 
involved in the hazard again.st which 
it must protect. If so involved its use • 
fulne.?s, njay b§.,destroyed at the very 
outset of t: fii"e" that' Would sweep the 
city. 

Aldermen Complain 

Tho reading of the report of tlie 
streets bridges and .■sewers committee 
brought forth a protest from Aid- Ful- 
ierton that there was an item contain- 
ed therein which liad not been before 
the committee and which the commit- 
tee hud not ordered reported.

DREApiNGJTHE FUTURE 

Mr. Bernard Shavv thinks it not im- 
possible that the day may come when 
the property interests in Great Britain 
will compel th^ King to: put himself at 
the head of a movement to suppress 
the democracy, bv repealing the fran- 
chise laws and establishing a dictator^' 
ship. . He makes it plain that his refer- 
ences is' not to His Majesty Edward 
"Vin;''but,"to some one of Tils- succes- 
sors,' and he thinks that the only solu- 
tion to the crisis that will thus be 
created will be by the democracy re- 
sorting to the expedient of whlcli his- 
tory furnishes so many examples, and 
of;;,which Charles I and the late King 
of Portugal were striking illustrations. 
In other words, ho looks forward to 
a time when "Kill the King" may be 
tiic war cry of the British democracy. 
Mrjr'Shaw 'Is a bEllliant man, who is 
apparently under a strong sense of 
conviction that what he does not know 
is not wortli knowing, and that what 
lie cannot think out is insoluble. Com- 
bined with this is a passion for the 
spectacular, and the result is that his 
conclusions are safest^whei^vtaken with 
all the contents of' the'' salt-cellar. The 
property interests of Great Britain :i 
detfi'niine to tr.v conclusions with, tlio 
proletariat, the artizans and that great 
body of people who are 'neitlier.'.iden' 
titled closely with property nor ' yet 
with the wago-parncrs, but wo take 
leave to doubt it. Tliere are groat 
social problems that must bo worked 
out in Great Britain, but their solution 
ought to bo possible without, violence. 
If the time ever comes, when the re- 
fusal of the minority to meet the rea- 
sonable views of the majority leads to 
a contest Ijetwcen the proi)ert.\'-o\vnlng 
plass and the multitude of landless peo- 
ple, there will be -^ery little doubt as 
to the outcome. Times have changed. 
Appliances of destruction are available 
'to rich and poor alike. A few men on 
horseback can no longer terrorize 
wliole communities. If there is ever 
a. clash between property Interests and 
the democracy, the former . will cer- 
tainly suffer, whatever the ultimate 
consequences to the latter may bo. Wo 
are not so pessimistic as to suppose 
that the British people will bo unable 
to find, a peaceful solution of the prob- 
lems ci-eated" by the evolution of our 
civilization. Perhaps Mr. Bernard 
Shaw understands the situation much 
bettor than we do, and perlia^)H he is 
only frightened by ghosts which ills 
imagination has conjured up.

A company, which built the 
Empress Hotel, .placed such ships as 
the Princess Victoria, Princess Beatrice 
and Princess Royal on the Sound ser- 
vice and is bulklins? a new vessel Cor 
the sumo route that wllj far surpass all 
others, a company that has given all 
passengers to and from the Sound a 
feeling of safety, such as they never 
enjoyed, even in the days when the line 
old City of Kingston was on the route, 
is entitled to the loyal support oi Vic- 
torians, even if an opposition lino car- 
ries people for noUvlng and throws in 
meals and staterooms. Unless we 
greatly mistake the temper of the peo- 
ple of tills city, tliey will extend to the 
Canadian Pacilie steamers even a larg- 
er share of their patroaage than they 
have given in the pasti liC the Alaska 
Steamship company does not lika the 
situation, let them leave it. AV'e have no 
fault to find with trie service that com- 
pany has been giving with the Indian- 
apolis and Chippewa. These are .speedy 
and comfortable boats, although they 
are not eaual to those the Canadian 
Pacific have, and even If they were,, the 
people of Victoria ought not to permit 
their transportation interests to ijo 
handled : by .any . foreign ,i company. 
Therefore let us stand by the Canad- 
ian Pacific. V ;^hat are "a few dollarU 
when compared with a feeling of safe- 
ty and an assurance that we will al- 
ways have the best possible service? 
The Rosalie is now on the route for 
the Alaska Company. ; She- isvnot a bad 
little 'Ship, but is utterly unsiMted to 
the winter traflic of Victoria. Doubt- 
less these are lean months, but no 
company can expect every month in 
the twelve to be fat.

He claims that the condition of the 
navy is .such as to call for a thorougli 
investigation. The despatch says that 
Lord Charles; feiilS'-^.ery.. kee^^^^ let- 
ter v/hlcli has' appeared from Lord Es- 
slier. The latter Is a v6ry close friend 
of the King, and is perhaps His Maj- 
esty's most trusted adviser on all mat- 
ters relating to the forces, and al- 
though the King cannot constitution- 
ally' interfere with the work; . of the 
Admiralty, there is a. pretty ' general 
idea that what Lord Bssher says he 
approves of. Lord Essher declines to 
admit that there is any need for an 
inquiry Into ;the state', of the?,?iavy. It 
s intimated that hisWter was''dlrect- 
ly inspired by the King, and, however 
this may be, we are pretty safe in as- 
suming that the views expressed in it 
are those held by him. Naturally Lord 
Beresford does not care to be severely 
ei iticizedl ;by one. havlng such close re- 
lations wltli the Kinig, and It Is there- 
fore anticipated that he will take the 
earliest possible opi)ortunity of 
placing his views before the people 
from: a place in Parliament, ■ 

Lord Charles has been a conspicu- 
ous figure ever since that memorable 
day twenty-live years ago, wlien, by 
his gallant conduct at Alexandria he 
exhibited in.v:spleiifdid fashion the best 
triaai^tloJis':\ of the ; British navy. He 
holds ^ai" Warm corner in the Bi-ltish 
heart, and while his views may be ex- 
treme o"n some points, the general dis- 
position will bo to hear what ho has 
to say with ot least a very friendly 
interest. , "We quote from the despatch 
referred .to the' ■fOlloVi'lng interesting 
particulars as to his public career: 

Every since lie commanded the Con- 
dor in the bombardment of Alexandria 
in 18X2 and had charge of the naval 
forces ill the siiljsequent l.)alt'ies of 
Abu Klea and Abu Km, where ho won 
the l:]ronze star of Modjidioh, tliird 
class, and was constantly mentioned 
in Lord Wol.^eloy's despatches for con- 
spicuous gallantry, although ignored 
by Sir Edward Seymour In his, Lord 
Charles lias been a thorn in the side 
of the Admiralty. At one time it 
seemed that he was on: the point of 
realizing his strenuous efforts for 
naval reform, for, in 188G, in the full 
time of parliamentary favor due to 
Ills achievements in Egypt, he was 
made a lord commissioner of the Ad- 
miralty. Two years later, however, he 
was obliged to resign because the rec- 
ommendations that ho had made 
"the strength of the fleet" were not 
complied with. .Later he visited China 
under the auspices of the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, and 'on his 
return wjaa made commander of the 
Mediterranean squadron, : i'.from which 
command he i-etired Vlri.;^^^^ in order 
to enter Parliament' and fight out on 
the floor of the House of Commons 
the naval questions he had always had 
nearest his heart. 

As a debater he was not a success, 
and in the following year, having 
vainly tried to prove to the English 
people that the Mediterranean squad- 
ron, and, in, fact, the whole of His 
Majesty's fleet, was a.? Inefllclent and 
as poorly prepared for hostilities as 
had boon the British army at the be- 
ginning of the South African war, he 
returned to the service with the inti- 
mation of the Admiralty to keep his 
mouth aliut in the future. Such was 
his popularity and 'such had been his

Tho evidence showed that go 
long as the firemen and police kept the 
net spread beneath tho wires, Turner 
refused to descend from his perilous 
position, and It was on account of this 
fact that the net was not spread when 
he had reached the guy wire on his 
downward journey.''

MAY FIL L HIS CHURCH 

Tprohto Methodist Pastor 'Will Preach 
On Faults of Women and 

Man 



Toronto, Feb. 17.— If tlie women of 
Toronto want to find out how bad and 
how numerous are their faults, they 
have but to attend tho Clinton Street 
Methodist church next Sunday night. 
Rev. E. C. Lakor, pastor of that 
church, has evolved a novel plan to in- 
terest, and incidentally increase, his 
congregation. 

He said last night that he wanted 
all the men of his congregation to 
write lilm letters this week tolling 
hint about tho faults of women they 
know. They were to, do j it , ; ;virithout 
mentioning' names, and .lie' ■.,'\^ould 
preach on the faults -and 'def66ts of 
the Women next Sunday night.' ' 

The following week he Will give the 
women an opportunity to find the 
faults of men and write him, and on 
the Sunday night following ho will 
preach oh tho faults of tho male sex. 



B. v. Bodwell,'.;K.c a., ,took up yes- 
terday' in ■■the 'Coui^t'ol^^^^^^A^^ In de- 
veloping his argument for the defend- 
ants In the Chehalis appeal. Refer- 
ring onco more to the evidence of 
Capt, Griffin, of the Princess Victoria, 
he said his testimony . was;^corrbbor- 
ated in detail by HlUlard; the ' quarter- 
master, and by Gunns, who was act- 
ing as pilot. It was the duty of these 
men to note all the circumstances 
surrounding the case, and they did 
note them. There wtts no question of 
mistake there. It was a question of 
reliability. Either they told tho truth 
or -they did not, and tho trial judge 
chose 'to belicvo them. 

Analysing the evidence given by the 
plaintilfs, counsel contended that it 
did not amount to more than proof 
that an accident had happened. It 
contained notiiing of value 'to assist 
the court In coming to a conclusion as 
to what really caused that accident. 
When Jones, the lighthouse keeper, 
said that he saw that an accident was 
going 'to happen, he referred to the 
time after the Chehalis had changed 
her course making the collision in- 
evitable. Then ho ran for his boat, 
and kne'w nothing of anything else. 
Cotton's ovlUence only amounted to 
tho statement that when he heard the 
whistle tho Chehalis was 70 yards 
ahead and about 20 yards north of 
the Princess Victoria. This idiffered 
from other estimates of distance, ^nd 
threw no light on the manoeuvres, 
which led up to the accident, flo 
was really called only to show that 
there was but.bne Whistle, a conten- 
tion that had practically been aban- 
doned. The other lighthouse keeper 
was also merely a ^ whistle witness, 
and was too fat of£ to speak with cer- 
tainty., ,. . : 

'tiea.'n, the CWeMalls' ienMIiieer, had 
beeii proWoUhced by the trial ' jiidge to 
be a biassed witness, and his evidence 
was incredible. For one thing he de- 
scribed the Princess, with all her 
powerful machinery In good order, be- 
ing carried across tho channel by the 
tide despite all efforts to keep -her 
straight, the Chehalis being on tho 
north side, which was manifestly ab- 
surd. Another ridiculous story was 
that tho Princess was going full speed 
up to the time of the accident, and 
while travelling at mat rate struck 
him on tho head with one of its steel 
plates. If anything like It had occur- 
red the witness would never have 
survived to tell f,-ilry tales ih the wit- 
ness box, His whole evidence was too 
Incredible to be believed, and If it 
could be believed it would not help the 
plaintiffs as It would point to an In- 
evitable accident. ' Summarizing 
Capt. Howse's evidence, counsel con- 
tended that neither did he know how 
the accident happenedj nor have any- 
thing of Importance to say except that 
ho had not changed his course. His 
own statement was that he had no 
Idea that the Princess was anywhere 
near till toe, „heard 'the whistle a few 
seconds"!; before.fl'.tbe- crash came. In 
fact ..the'',.'jvh'61e*' case for the •plaintiffs 
proVed;,,'jtf6thlng except that there -had 
beeri'ian'j'accldent and did not- even 
cast; K presumptloQ of fault on the de- 
fendants, i 

Counsel did not " admit ' ; that ' tho 
Princess had been guilty ■'of arij^ breach 
of the regulations, asserting that she 
merely took the south side of the chan- 
nel in order to pass the Chehalis, 
which at that time occupied the north 
side, and subsequently 'crossed the 
channel, colliding with the Princess. 
The lattcr's usual course was up the 
middle of the channel. 

Mr. Justice -Clement here remarked 
that taking Capt. Griffin's statements 
as to the speed of the two vessels, the 
velocity of the tide and their respec- 
tive positions the Chehalis could not 
have got across to the Princess before 
that boat had passed, in the time 
which was said to liave elapsed. His 
lordship said that tliere was evidently 
something wrong with the dates, and 
was apparently of tho opinion that 
-the ships were closer together than 
had been stated. 

Jlr. Bodwell will conclude his argu 
ment today.

.The Victoria Ladles' Musical club 
ga.va. one .ofj,- their Interesting r.ecltals 
In itlie ijaU.df -t^e public library yes- 
terday afterrtobii. ' The piece de reslsr 
tanco was "In a Persian Garden," by 
Liza Lchmann.,; Befbre,- t.hls number 
was put on, Mr. Benedict Bantley 
played a pleasing violin solo, and Miss 
Cluto rendered a very dainty piano 
selection. "In a Persian Garden" was 
sung by Miss Winifred Lugrln, so- 
prano; jMrs. R. H. Pooley, contralto; 
Mr. A. T. Goward, tenor, . and Mr. 
Gideon Hicks, baas. It was very fine- 
ly rendered. Mr. Goward's throat was 
troubling him and although it did not 
prevent him from singing in his usual 
excellent stylo, he deemed it wise to 
omit a long and very beautiful solo. 
Tho quartette all sang delightfully, 
and it is no exaggeration to .say that 
nono of them was ever lioard to better 
advantage. This composition i.s a 
setting of a part of the Rubaiyat of 
Omar Kayyam. This remarkable poem 
is based upon tho work of a Persian 
mathomaticiam, who lived .about eiglu 
hundred years ago. He was quite a 
proline writer, and produced among 
others throe books on metDphysl-c.°,. 
Ju.^t liOAv much of tho Rubaiyat is hl.s- 
no one knows. It is certain that he 
wrote a number of quatrains, probably 
more than a hundred, and there are 
several hundreds of others that have 
been attributed to him with more or 
loss certainty. Tho poem in its pre.-i- 
ent form is duo to Edward Fitzgerald, 
an English scholar of means, who.se 
llfo extended over tlic greater part of 
the last century. Ho translated many 
of these quatraiuj and o.rranged them 
as a regular seeiuonco. His thanslatlon 
la very free, and ho has not hesitated 
to supply any seeming omissions, 'so 
that it Is not possible to say with ac- 
curacy how much of the Rubaiyat Is 
Omar's and how miich; ^Fitzgerald's. 
Omar's writings wfere deemed hereti- 
cal by orthodox Musselmans, although 
It has 1)e9^;;augsept;6d that his refor- 
eli66''5t6:;?thS''V.lhb?W^^ influence are 
Bj>mlj6lical''lna"-Int'eh'de!d to represent 
tho Divine Spirit.

The musli^l clima'x '.coln- 
oldes ■with the poetlcaly The finale Is 
tinged .wlt^i unutterable 'madness. "In 
a J*.eifslRn' Garden" is a production 
virhlcii beats . very cloge Investigation. 
Its "ex'&oiitlo'ri ..calls for much BkIll,_,for 
there are - paasages In- It which the 
least departure from accuracy would 
destroy. 

The instrumental part of the com- 
position is hot merely an accompani- 
ment; . At times It Is simply a support 
to the voids; at others it has Its own 
signlfican<ce, and apparently bears no 
relation to the vocal pasiiages. The 
thought to which It gives rise Is that 
while the consciousness of humanity 
Is discovering the emptiness of exist- 
ence, tho whole 'system of creation 
verges on confusion. In other words, 
M.lss Lehmann has endeavored in her 
niusl'c to complete tlie picture of the 
Cosmos, which Omar sketches so far 
as it concerns humanity. This is fine- 
ly brought out . in the instrumental 
work accompanying tho principal solo. 
The singer tells of having examined 
everytliiiig and found it empty of fu- 
ture proMiIsc, and tho pianist pictures 
a material universe of contending 
forces in musical phrases that are im- 
preislvo, but suggest that tho whole 
^reation narrowly missed being a scene 
of discord and confusion. Tliis seems 
to have boon the composer's idea — at 
least her music can be so Interpreted. 
There Is a strange, w'erd note in the 
wholo composition, but especially In 
the tenor and alto solos, which are ex- 
pres'alvo ot doubt and hesitation. 
There is more certainty in the soprano 
and tho bass. It is true that the cer- 
tainty is of tt pessimistic kind, but it 
i,s certainly. Whatever Omar may 
have meant, whether he isought slm-. 
ply to enlarge tho Epicurean doctrino 
"Let us eat, drink and be merry: for 



tomorrow wo die," which Epictetus 
himself expressed In tho words :• 
"Where we are death is not ; , where 
;death is wq are not." or, as some hay?, 
suggested, aimed 'at iconveylng th^, 
thought that, whllo If we trusted to?

Such was ithfii^MprnTsioni left- by the 
rendering of ; thiftfiomppsltlon upon one 
who 'sought less for the indiyldufl exr 
ceilen'oles of the,, performers t'tiaxi for 
the> mental Impression produced by 
their work, As' a'iprpsentatlon of an 
Idea the renderlhg.f.pfjth'e' composition 
was altogether fidmlmble;: The solos 
are very difficult but were excellently 
sung. Ad was said above, Mr. Go^tvard 
felt compelled to omit -hia principal 
solo, but those, which he gave were 
very well rendered. Mr. Hl-cka was 
very impressive, especially- in his last 
'solo, which is a majestic piece of 
song Mrs. Pooley gave her numbers -, 
with a full, rich tone, and Miss Lugr»i, 
exhibited the dramatic quality called 
for by the work vhich fell to her. The 
duetts and quartettes were given with 
a unity and sympathy whi'ch was very 
pleasing Mrs. Robertson showed In 
the instrumental features that fidelity 
of Interpretat.-on en:! facility of exe- 
cution'. which marks all her work.

SAVING 0F_ CHILDREN 

The question of the importance of 
caring for the children who may pos- 
sibly develop into criminals, was re- 
cently discussed by Dr. Gilmour in a 
talk given in this city. He said: 

.Of all the. charities, child saving is 
undoubtedly: the greatest,, it allevi- 
ates the 'rnost '^ath^tic of lall suffering 
and yields; ":the'tmoat niagnitlcent re- 
sults. There' is no phasQ of depend- 
ence thdt appeals to the human heart 
like that of innocent, helpless child- 
hood. Victor Hugo in j^is '^Iniaster- 
plece says: 'When we have seen the 
misery of man we have seen nothing 
until we have seen tlie misery of wo- 
man, and wiien we have seen the mis- 
ery of woman we have seen nuthing 
until we have seen the misery of 
childhood.' Abandoned childhood is 
subject to the worst calamities that 
can possibly befall the human race, 
while protected childhood, directeil 
along proper -lines, lias such magnili- 
cent possibilities. The defenceless 
child is surrounded by fragile walls 
which all open into vice or crime. 
One of the world's greatest humanists 
tells us, 'That offalUith^ . thiriep Ithat 
God has made, the ' hurrtan heart is 
that which sheds the most light, and, 
alas, the most night.' The divine com- 
mand is, 'Let there be light,' and as 
we live In an age wlicn it is consid- 
ered inhuman to repeat that ancient 
question, 'Am 1 my brother's keeperV 
liow important it is that the greatest 
effort should be concentrated on the 
child. 

Let us for a moment consider what 
education does for the human race. 
In tiie United .States eight times as 
many criminals come from the un- 
educated clasoe.s a.s from the educated. 
The liistory of England in this respect 
IS no loss striking. In the year 1870, 
1,700,000 children were attending the 
common schools in England, and in 
that year England had- one hundred 
and thirty-live prisons containing. 28,- 
000 prisoners; About this date the fa- 
cilities for educating the children of 
the masses in England were Immense- 
ly improved and in the year 1890 we 
Ilnd 4,800,000 children attending thf 
elcmont.-u-y schools of England. In the 
year 1899 we lind nearly 6,000,000 chil- 
dren attending the elementary schools 
and notwithstanding the fact that the 
population of England had increased 
enormously during the past thirt.v 
ycar.H, the prison population had becii 
practically cut in tv.-o. So striking 
was this feature that Sir Cieorgc Kctc- 
wltch, who gave much thought and 
time to this work, made use. of this 
phrase: 'When you open a, school you 
close a prison." 

These facts are most encouraging, 
but let VIS look for a moment on the 
dark side of the picture. The greatest 
number of first commitments .for crime 
arc between the ages Of .flfteen'. -and 
twenty, and one of the sad features 
of early crime is, that the prospects 
of reformation of those that go Into 
crime early in life are less than those 
who enter crime laier in life. A terse 
writer has said: "Sow a thought, 
reap an act; sow an act, reap a habit; 
sow a habit, reap a character; sow a 
character, reap a destiny." This pr;ic- 
tically onitoniizes the history of ehild- 
hond. 'What niiiy ai)))eai- the trivial 
influences of early life, yield eternal 
fruit. 

"A pebble in tlie -streamlet's 
Has turned tlio course of 
river; 

A dew drop on a baby plant 

Has warped tlie giant oak forever." 
The two cau.se.s of erimr! are heredity 
and defective early environment, the 
latter being by far. the greater. In 
view of thi.s, how essential is it that 
the formative years/of a child's life 
should be spent amid; ipure and en- 
nobling influences,'5*'5i'%'i> 

We purpose dcvbt'fh^ ''a page In oui- 
next Issue to the work of protecting 
and caring (or neglected children in 
connection with the Ohildren's Aid 
Society. Wo believe many of our

HERE AND THERE 

A groat deal of fun Is being made in 
the newspapers and periodicals, of the 
nature fakirs. The precise-, meaning,, 
of the term "fakir" in this connection 
would, perhaps, be a little hard: to 
define. . . 

There is, doubtless, some false sen- 
timent and much unreliable iulorma- 
tion published in these days concern- 
ing what wo are pleased to call the 
lower creation. The stories of Thoinp- 
son-Seton, Roberts and others, delight- 
ful as they are, may go too far in 
attributing to the creatures of wood 
and field the feelings and passions oC 
the human race. None, wo think, 
would include Kipling's Jungle Book 
among the number that convey this 
false impression. There are many who 
believe that the time devoted to what 
is called "Mature Study" in the schools 
is wasted and tliat much that Is 
learned concerning plants, animals, or 
even minerals, will have to be un- 
learned by the serious student of bot- 
any, zoology or geology. 

Yet there is much to bo said on the 
other side of the question. It Is a 
great thing to arouse an Interest in 
the world around us. The boy who 
spends hIS;. spare .time 'Hn watching 
the birds- or insects in the neighbor- 
hood, or the- little girl -who hunts the 
dells and '. dingles' for the ' first flower 
of spring is pusuing an innocent and 
elevating jileasure. It Is surely better 
to err on the side of too great ten- 
derness towards dumb animals than to 
treat them with harshness and cru- 
elty. 

If children, or their elders, pouUl be 
taught to see and love the beauty, 
the grandeur and the wonder of which 
the world is full, the future genera- 
tion could not fail to be purer, gentler, 
yes, and wiser than the present. 

For many centuries and in all coun- 
tries soup has been looked upon as a 
valuable and nutritious part of the 
diet of human beings. For invalids, 
broths of various kinds have been 
looked upon as strengthening and eas- 
ily digested. Now Dr. Osier declares 
against their use, so it is reported,. 

Perhaps the learned ' 'and;', . vdrsatlle 
physician has, as in the case - of his 
famous decision in' regard: to age, not 
intended his; diction- .to -bo of universal 
application. ' ' 

Housewives who pride themselves 
on the richness and flavor of their 
soups may find consolation (n the re« 
flection that doctors differ, it is 
scarcely likely that the experience of 
generations and the taste of millions 
will bo changed by this one utterance. 

The food value of the different 
kinds of breakfast foods on the mar- 
ket has been the subject of Investiga- 
tion by R. Harcourt, professor of chem- 
istry, and H. L. Futiner, demonstrator 
of chemistry for the Ontario depart- 
ment of agriculture. These gentle- 
men have made a full report, which 
has been printed in pamplilet form. 

A great deal of trouble has been 
taken in the preparation of tables and 
in tlie explanation of the experiments 
made by the learned professor.s. The 
conclusions arrived at seem to be that 
all the breakfast foods on the market 
are wholesome,"'but'. that those nut up 
in packages are more expensive than 
those offered for sale in'bulk, and that 
there is nothing in ' them' that com- 
pensates for the added expense. It is, 
however, granted that in some cases 
the cost of fire and the labor Involved 
in cooking' may add to cost of the un- 
prepared article. It is insisted that all 
cereal food needs to be well cooked. 
This fact is dwelt upon in almost 
every page of the pamphlet. The fol- 
lowing is the general conclusion ar- 
rived at by the investigators: 

"In general, it may bo stated that 
the various forms of. breakfast foods 
on the market are all wholesome and 
nutritious foods. At present prices the 
uncooked oat, wheat, and corn meals 
are among our most economical .soin'oes 
of nutriments and energy, and, taking 
everything into consideration, it Is 
probable that oatmeal ranks highest 
among these. It may not 'agree' with 
everyone, but for those Who can use it, 
there is ntj breakfast food'vifnicii com- 
bines high protein content and energy 
producing qualities so well as oatnieai. 
The reason that prepared breakr.-ist 
foods are more cxi)en.sive is evidently 
not bec.'iuse they Of-ntaln any more 
nourishlment, but liecanse of the wa.\- 
they are prepared, the manner they 
iiro put unoti the niarliet, and the co.st 
of advertising, A eurinus iiiiine or a|)- 
pe.'iraiice or .-i niysterioiis process ni' 
prnp.-iriitlon, does not give them the 
extraordinary fond value sometimes 
claimed. They may Inive a place in 
a hurry-up breakfast, but where 
economy is considered, ihere is noth- 
ing In the composition, digc stiblllt v or 
palatablllty of these high-priced 'pre- 
dlgested' foods .to justify the extrava- 
gant price. . asked fpr -some of tliom." 

It is satisfactory to. luiow that In 
the preparation of our morning meal 
we need only consult our-, tastes and 
our purse.s, and that-therft .ls no dan- 
ger of Injuring our .health byxchooH- 
in^ what we;; like ,best. , , ■ , > 

It is with a'Start of surprise, almost 
of di,stnay,!;that people who have 
scarcely begun . to call themselves el- 
derly noticed ; that .it is proposed this 
year to celebrate . the hundredth annl- 
ver-iary of the birth of President Lin- 
coln. The eventful years of the civil 
'war nre so fresh in their memories 
and the strong per,-!onaiity of Ijincoln 
seem.s yet close to them that It is al- 
most Impossible to realize that more 
than the lifetime of a generation hii-: 
elapsed since his work was ended- 
Yet till-.? is a f;ict, and a movement is 
on foot to littingly colehrate the cen- 
tenary of the strong, true man who in 
liei- hour of greatest need guided the 
destiny of the United States- It Is 
when wo think of such men as Lin- 



coln, that we feel how closely ^akln 
all Engllsh-ispeaklng people are. We 
In Canada leel that -President Roose- 
velt did not go far enough when he 
wrote, -The heroes of each side in the 
great struggle of the tour dark years 
are the heroes ot the whole nation, 
and the whole nation can littingly join 
in celebrating the hundredth birthday 
of the man to whom, more than to any 
other, we owe that wo are a nation at 
all," lor Lincoln and such. men as he 
belong not only to the 'inatlon.^ but to 
the world.

Rudyard Kipling, who has written 
twenty book.s, is on record for only 
one speech. It was a good speccli, 
and it made a deep impression on the 
young men of McGlll university, Mon- 
treal, who heard it. 

Kipling, lik-e other men of clear vi- 
sion, is concerned aliuut the undue 
place the pursuit of wealth .has in 
modern life. Business to earn monev 
is only tho machinery of life, not lite 
itselt. He who li\'eH soleU- to earn 
money is In the same class a.-i the 
man who lives only that ho mnv eat 
or the. worn dn whose solo purpose iu 
Ufo Is to wear fine clothes. \Ve eat 
and we wear clothes that we may live 
for better things, and if wo can earn 
money Ifc should be with some nobler 
purpose in viewi 

Look about you, advised Kipling, 
and sooner or later you will see some 
man to whom the idea. of. ..Wealth as 
mere wealth does not apipeal.- 'Con- 
tinuing, ho said: . , - 

"I advise you to watch this man 
closely, for ho will presently demon- 
.strate to you that money dominates 
everybody except the man who does 
not want money. You may meet that 
man on your farm, in your village, or 
in your legislature. But be suro that, 
whenever or wherever you meet him, 
as soon as it comes to a direct issue 
between you, his little finger will be 
thiclior than your loins. You will go 
In fear of him; he will not go in fear 
of you. You win do what he wants; 
he will not do what you want. You 
will find that .you have no weapon in 
your armory with which you can at- 
tack him; no argument with - which 
you can appeal to lilm. AVli'afever you 
gain, ho will gain more. 

"I would like you to study that man. 
I would likq you better to bv. that man 
because from the lower point of view 
it doesn't pay to be obses.sed by the 
desire of wealth for wealth's sake. If 
more wealth is necessary to von, for 
purposes not your own, use vour loM 
hand to accpilru It, but keep your right 
lor your proper work in life. If you 
employ both arms In -that . game- you 
will be In danger of stopping; in 'clan- 
ger also, of losing your soul."

Par- 
iints whp seldom,:;or' -never go into a 
scliooli:B6ip" ■ar6"'.the'.:.6nes 'inost: 'apt to 
get a'wrorig Irhpressiori of things that 
take place there, and without investi- 
gating, upon tho impulse of the mo- 
ment they will issue a command to 
thir children not to obey the teacher 
in the thing they have taken excep- 
tion to, holding out stubbornly that 
their word shall be law, just because 
they have passed? it, even: though .they 
are convinced that-'it ' was "erroneously 
done. 

The teacher, meantime, holds to her 
way, right or wrong, because her 
dignity' and authority must be main- 
tained before the school, or be greatly 
weakened.

Clearly, each must have the good 
of tho child .so much at heart that 
every otlier consideration will be of 
secondary moment. For tho sake of 
the child each must be willinir to make 
concessions. For the good of the child 
each must make it a point to Itnow 
and under.stand the other. For the 
good of the child each must interpret 
tlic other's motives generously ami 
put the best construction possible up- 
on actions. ]'''or the good of tho child 
each must be willing to reconcile any 
differences that may ari.se by kindly 
asking, making and receiving explana- 
tions. For the good of tho child oacli 
must show the highest res;)ect and 
most perfect courtesy toward tho 
other. This of course involves the

good, but not nearly so good as sun- 
light 1.0 relievo every form of grippal 
pain. Sunlight is the best cure for 
alow forms of grip and Its coiise- 
(lucnoe — a trip to tlui West Indie.s, or 
a week or so in some form of sun bath. 
The coal tar and proprlefary romo- 
dlQs, wlillo they may give quick relief, 
are, geiiorally speaking, dangerous.

Tho corre.spondenco 
includes letters from C. JuckSion, 
representing Oxford, atxd. J..:!*. Gray, 
of Cambridge, and Mr. Kirhy's reply.' 

Writing under date of February 7th, 
Messrs. Jackson and Gray say: 

"After giving the matter In all Its 
bearings their best consitleratlons 
these commlttcos tiavc decided that 
such a coiTijietition, lunvevcr desirable 
under any other circum-stance.s, is un- 
der the present conilltions quite im- 
possible, 't'hcir dei'i.slon was inllu- 
encecl by many reasons, among others 
being the insulticlent time now re- 
maining at tho dispo.sai of Oxford and 
Cambridge under whose direction in 
conjunction with Lord Disbrough the 
selection of British representatives was 
to be made. The Imijossibllity. of 
satisfactorily ascertaining within such 
liinlts what a.thletes might be best 
qualllied in the dllTerent parts of the 
British empire to be selected as repre- 
sentatives for their special excellence 
in special departments of track ath- 
letics, also bj' the danger of conges- 
tion of meetings and consequent fail- 
ure of interests in some cases in .Ttily, 
190S, a month which already has its 
special gathering at tho Olympic 
games. 

"We much appreciate tho attractive 
ob.iect which you had in view ;md tho 
sportsrnanllkc ."spirit of your proposal. 
At tho same time we cannot see our 
way to give effect to such a proposal 
at the present," 

Acknowledging the rocoijjt of the 
letter of declination, Mr. iCirby re- 
plUd: 

"It is noted with pleasure that July, 
IDOS, may witness the previously sug- 
gested recurrence of the old and es- 
tablished meeting of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge versus Harvard and Yalo at 
Queen's club. It is regretted that to 
tho athletes from Y.ale ^ind Harvard 
there could not be added others v.fho, 
being selected Ijy I. A. A. A., would 
necessarily conform to tho same high 
stamlard cjf attiatourisni, scholastic .at- 
tainment and athletic ability. 

"Tiio dllliciiltii's attondiii,','- tlie selec- 
tion of the teams and the arrange- 
ments of the meet wonlil of course lie 
great; it is regretted that to ynu thev 
seem insurmountable. l'''or the friendlv 
spirit with which the proposition ha."( 
been received and the attention you 
have given to it, permit me to tender 
to yriu and'iyour association on behalf 
of tho I. G. A. A. A. A. its appreciation 
and also express the sincere wl.sh that 
with your supjiort and co-operation an 
atliielic meet sueli hk ha.s been sug- 
gested may bo lield within the near 
future, either In I'Jnglaiul or tho United 
States."

Despite this afflloUon Brown is far bet- 
tor than niQ.e-teivthsj of the twiriers wtio 
havo hapd.a' Ih^ perfect condition. The 
first and second fingers on Brown's 
right hand wore lost In an accident 
when ho was a youngster. 

Bill Coughliii! of tho Detroit team is 
another cripple, yet Coughlln is rated 
as one of tho best players in the coun- 
try at the aifflcult position, third base. 
One of Bill's fingers on the left hand 
is ml.ssliig. Before he broke into the 
game Coughlln worked In tho coal mines 
at "Wllko.sbarro. It was while working 
here he lost the finger. Coughlln wears 
a glove that is made specially for him 
in order ,to aid his fielding. 

Philadelphia has a one-armed amateur 
by the name of Sam Griffith, who is 
ono of tho best pitcher.s.

Albert SuttSn Is' the armless billiard 
player.

Mr. n. Ij. Borden, M. P. leader of 
the Opposition in tho Duminioii Par- 
liament, replied to the toast of "Can- 
ada" at the fifth annual dinner of tho 
I^lterary society of McMaster Univer- 
sity, says the Toronto Mall and iim- 
plre. Upon rising, Mr. Borden was 
tendered a hearty ovation, . the' wliole 
company rising to their feet and ap- 
plauding for several minxes, at the 
conclusion of , which'- the' (Jhiincellbr led 
in three British dheeria with a "tiger." 
The distinguished atatesman, In open- 
ing his address, stated , that he highly 
appreciated' the honor of being able to 
speak in the McMaster university, but 
felt that the flattering references to 
himself were undeserved. He had left 
Ottawa at 1:30 Thursdaj-, the train 
moved out at 3,?0. He had no dinner, 
and only a lunch at 4 o'clock, and the 
day just over was similar to tho first, 
30 he liiid come out of groat tribula- 
tion. But to see and talk to so many 
intelligent young men and women wan 
a reward. He had, ho stated, of late 
had abundant opportunity of exercis- 
ing his vocal organs mion the ear.s 
of his unoffending countrymen. He 
was' reminded in this connection of a 
story about Joseph Chamberlain. Af- 
ter a batniuet tho chairman asked 
him if he thought they h;id bettor be- 
gin the speaking now, or let the peo- 
ple enjoy thoaisolves. The Japanese 
had an excellent custom of speaking 
first and dining afterward. 

An Intenser Patriotism. 

There was no one in Canada, he 
thought, but was proud of liia country, 
yet was it not possible fop HB, In ..thill 
young country to have an intenser 
love for our land. We were made 
up of the iiatriotic Scot, tho loyal 
Irishman, ami the Engli.5hmnn, per- 
haps not HO dcmonstrativo as tho two 
former. Out of these elements should 
wo not evolve a great patriotism 
worthy of the land that had been 
given to us'.' 

We should speak and think of our 
country, said the siieaUor, as one of 
the great dependencies of the iCni- 
Iilre destined tu do a great work in the 
civilizing of tlie Nvorld. ile ^vas dis- 
posed to lliiiik that we had not enough 
of tlitit spirit which aniniatod our 
noightiors to the south. .\ Uarcard 
student, .siicaking of the United tates 
said: It Is bounded on tho north by 
tho Dominion of Canada, on tho soutli 
by I\lexlco. and on the east by tlie' At- 
lantic) ocean, and op the west bv the 
Pacific. Another student more fervent 
arose anfl said! It Is bounded on the 
north by a.- frozen ocean, on the soutji 
by the Antarctlg circle, .pn the east by 
tho decaying ' clzlllzation of Europe, 
and on the west by ithe newly' awak- 
ened nations of China and Japan. Still 
another thought he could , go one bet- 
ter, and place tho boundaries of the 
United States as follow.s: On the 
north by tho aurora borealis, on the 
south by the southcru cross, on the 
oast by the procession of the oqtil- 
noxes, and on tho west by the day of 
judgment. Canadians liad a horilage, 
and to rcall/.Q how great that heritage 
w.as they must travel througii the 
countrj-, and see it in its very aspect 
and all the walks of life of its people. 
'I'lic whispiM' of the pines, the grandeur 
of the moiintalna, tlio beauty of the 
blue lakes, ami tho expanse of jilains 
should awake in tho heart of every 
89n of Canada the pas.sion of patriot- 
lam. 

Character the Main Thing. 
Beyond the material resources of 
the country, which were often .spok- 
en of, boyond the lovo of country, 
much us that moan'., no country could 
liavo an ontluring future unless it do- 
ponded on the strength of the char- 
acter of tho people. Tho fall of tho 
old nations was duo to a certain de- 
generation of their cliiiracter. Tlio 
I'nrliamont of Kiiglaud today had 
cc.'xsed to' Ijecunic the iiarliament ot 
tho empire, as it waa in other days,

Shipwrecl<ed Men Suffer Terri- 
bly Without Food or Water 
\,and-Cool< -Succumbs .. 



SHIPPING INTELLIGENCE 



• -'Port Crescent rei50fts that a. life- 
boat from tho wrockea ship Emily 
Reed, which drove ashore near . the 
mouth of tlie Nehalem river, Oregon, 
last Friday, reached Neah l^ay Sunday 
nljfht with first mate M. Sciilje anu 
'■ two seamen, Arthur Jaiiutce and Euald 
■ Aboldestedt, witli tlie hoAy of the 
cools, who died Sunday morning from 
■privation, in tho bottom of tlie boat. 
The three survivors are emaciated 
vvealc and suffering terribly from the 
privations they have , endured. They 
had no water or provisions." 

This message received by the Col- 
onist yesterday morning told of the 
terrible experience of more survivors 
of tlie Kmlly Reed, which left New- 
castle, N.S.W November 3, with a 
cargo of coal for Portland and was 
vvreclced when Hearing the Columbia 
river last Friday. Six survivors, in- 
cluding Capt. Kersel and w'lfc. Sec- 
ond Mate Thompson, and three sea- 
men, Sullivan, Franchez and Bertell, 
reached the Oregon coast in one of 
tho ship's boats soon after the disas- 
ter, and reported the remaining eleven 
of the crew had been lost. Four of 
these, however, had escaped In another 
boat. In which they made their v/ay, 
with awful hardship, for nearly 200 
miles and .more, to Neah bay, having 
been unable to land previously owing 
to tho heavy sea and high surf. 

Since the Emily. Reed struck and 
soon afterward broke up, spilling her 
cargo along the shores for two miles 
or more, on Friday last the four men 
had rowed until, fatigued, with not a 
bite of food or any water to slake 
their thirst. For two days they 
starved, fighting their way with ener- 
gy born of the desire for life, until 
Sunday night when they rounded 
Cape Flattery In a lonfe-rolllng^ swell, 
and reached Neah bayS^wJiero^v sym- 
pathising residents wlib??'|:'ave them 
. food and Shelter. 

The revenue cutter Perry, which 
had been commissioned to remain at 
Neah bay to give assistance to slilp- 
plng men when required, pending the 
construction of the life-saving tug 
constructed for u.se at the Neah bay 
station was at Seattle coaling when 
the news of the arrival of the surviv- 
ors was received and proceeded yes- 
terday to take the shipwrecked men 
on board and convey them to 'Seattle.

The reporting of shipping from Ta-

He says 
in a letter to a.frlend:.,-. ''I •wlsli you 
could come down fid'' see what the 
shipping looks -llko. -from the stand- 
point of the. vessel'TiBiJorter..'You coiiid 
explain a;fevv 'of •thef'seemingly stran^ce 
things to the fellows up -Sound then. 
For instance: . • 

"Tho otlier day a big steamer was 
coming in. She got back of the light- 
house establi.Hhment and put up her 
signals and pulled them down before 
she got out in sight. Then she put 
up signals 'Going to Victoria." How 
the deuce were we to make her out? 
She was too far away to read her' 
name. We put up signals 'Repeat 
your distinguishing signal; it was 
not understood.' But «ho either 
couldn't or wouldn't see it. Probably 
she couldn't, as tho glasses on slilp- 
boai'd are poor comi)ared to ours. 

"But the little steamer Eureka was 
coming up and was going around 
Duncan Bock. AVo can tell her when 
we see her without reading her name. 
But she saw our signals and turned 
square around and scooted in almost 
on top of the island and then whistled 
her whistle signal that she uses at 
night. It was real good of him and 
we appTeciated his kindness, but it 
was not necessary for he was not the 
guy we were after. We finally decid- 
ed after nearly tearing our eyes out 
for her, that the big fellow wa.5 the 
Den of Huthven. According to the 
papers she', was either not due or long 
overdue.fi .But,,you.,see tt was uphill 
work for us . from , start ^to finish. 

' On thesother hand some, of the ves- 
sels are more than 'obllginer. For in- 
stance: .There was .a.. steamer came 
up during ' very,'ihlok weather but a 
few days ago. Slie ran'ln clo,?o'to the 
island and whistled. I That placed her 
as a Dollar line steamer. Then .she 
whistled again to be sure we got It. 
Then, in addition to that, sho put up 
her signals In hopes we might by 
some possibility of lmpos.5ibIlities get 
them. You bet we tried hard to get 
her, too, and placed her as tho M. S. 
Dollar. We could treat a captain like 
that to a box of cigars if we had him 
ashore for awhile. Take it all In all, 
though, I think we are doing as good 
as can well bo done."

TRIALS OF SATSUMA ^ 
MARU'S SURVIVORS 



Schooner Was Thrown Up On 
Glacier and: Japanese Had 
Tryilig Experiences 



Five of tho 19 survivors of. the 
wrecked Japanese fishing schooner 
Satsuma maru, cast high on Malas- 
plna' glacier, near Yakutat, on the 
south shore of Alaska, November 5; 
after a gale lasting 72 hour.s, hafe ar- 
rived at Seattle on the steamer Jeanle, 
being ti-ansferred there to the steamer 
Kaga maru, of the Nippon Yusen kai- 
sha line, which leaves the outer wharf 
about noon today for tho Orient. The 
shipwrecked Japanese made a camp at 
the foot of the glacier, where they 
lived precariou.?ly for three months. 
Then nine of them made their way in 
their sampan to Y'alvutat, where they 
were picked up by the Jeanle. Th 
Jeanle brought Capt. Y. Fujii, of tlic 
wrecked schooner, and four men. The 
other men, with tho exception of three 
wlio are thouglit to have been dead 
when washed ashore, are still on the 
glacier. 'I'he Satsuma herself rests 
hopelessly high and dry; intact, un- 
injured, but, according to her captain 
beyond possible reach of aid, there .to 
stand .in isolatipn till time and-.the ele- 
ments shall have done their j^ork. .-"i 

When the Jeanio arrived atlT^klttat 
and picked up the shipwrecked sallbrs 
tho boat was started for the glacier. 
Seven sailors in the Japanese sampan, 
which was to^ved ,to the glacier by tho 
Jeanle, put off toward.-! the' beach to 
rescue their comrades, threo months to 
a day after the accident. The Jeanio's 
big lifeboat followed In the wako of 
the sampan, but did not approach the 
surf. 

The sampan had hardly entered tho 
surf when It was rolled o\'or and over 
repeatedly. Four of the men wore 
picked up unconscious by the life- 
boat and taken back to the ship, a 
mile away. It was more than an hour 
before a .--Ingle member of the four 
sa i 1 o rs recovered eonsciousnesa,; ajJd , it 
was thought that nbthing'ooiild- save 
them. 

The officers of the Jeanio saw the 
disaster and saw tho shipwrecked mon 
on the shore rush into the sea and 
take out the bodies of the;.othe'c..three 
sailors. Whether they >' ato ' alive" or 
dead is not known. 

The Joahie stood off for two hours, 
and the sea was running so high that 
no boat could live to pass- the. surf, 
and. Jlien , sailed to., Skagway and re- 
ported'tthe^siyp^recked men,, in the 
hope ;.tliat';tKe-Sailp'rs: "could b 
by a Revenue cutiter. i 

Capt Fii Jll; pt 't>ie, S^tspinaa. .mai-u;; a 
300-toa::sohobi}er built-in 1906, report- 
ed h'aving ■■ left ;Kell!iSado'-.'??svitK ' six 
months' provisions,'^. Octobe^r;; 25, and 
engag.ed in fishing off the , ' iVlaskan 
coast.u'ntil November 2, when a storm 
atruok tlie vessel and the captain 
dropped his live anchors in. Yakutat 
bay. The anchors held for three days 
and then all parted, tho rudder broke 
and tho boat was thrown ashore on 
the beach at the foot of Malasplna 
glacier. One man was washed over- 
board ju.it before the boat went 
ashore and every man of the crow was 
exhausted and worn out by the .strain. 
For tho threo days during the storm 
every man was kept on the decks and 
was soaked with tho Icy water, which 
froze their clothes stiff to their bod- 
ies. One man died from the exposure. 

The boat held together during the 
storm, and as the gale subsided and 
daylight came the men found their 
boat had been driven up nearly 100 
feet from the water. Ladders wore 
put over the side and provisions and 
a tent carried far up llie beach. At 
high tide the water washes against the 
rildo of the boat, but at low tide it is 
more than thirty yards distant. Capt. 
I'ujii immediately ordered all the pro- 
visions taken ashore, and put every 
man on half rations. After, many 
weeks a big sampan was prepared, 
and February Capt. Fujil and eight 
men left the wreck, and with dlfilculty 
reached Yakutat, where the Jeanle ar- 
rived threo days later.' The Jeanle 
was ancljored a mile 'oft' shore, and 
the sampan and the lifeboat of the 
=hip were launched. Capt. Fujil and 
one sailor remained on the Jeanle, but 
the second mate and .six other men 
bravely started forth. 

The sampan preceded tlie lifeboat, 
but could not live in the surf. Within 
a minute after getting Into the surf 
tlie boat was turned over. The life- 
boat went in as close as It was safe 
to do, and picked up four of the men. 
The clothujj of tlieso men froze about 
them a.s soon as they were taken out 
of the water, and by the time tlie des- 
perate niilo to tho ship had been low- 
ed, the sallor.s had givpn up all hope ol 
ever bringing tlicso inen through 
safely. A.s soon a.s tliey v/ere hauled 
aboard thoy were pounded and beaten. 
It was neces.sary to continue the rough 
treatment for an hour before tho m.Mi

Rear Admiral Henrv Glas.? is engaged 
m tho work, and It is stated tl-.e Unit- 
ed States officials have complied a 
complete list of all United States ves- 
sels on the Pacific Coast which might 
be utilised as colliers or transport.^ 
by tho navv department. The San 
Francisco E.\aminer .say.'?: 

AVhon asked whether tho examina- 
tion ho was milking had any special 
signltlcance in view of recent rumors 
affecting the relations of this country 
and Japan, Roar Admiral Glass made 
the assertion that the work he was do- 
ing had no special significance of any 
sort, but was merely a part of the 
regular policy of the Nayy Department 
to keep in touch with all vessels fly- 
ing the American flag, both on the At- 
lantic and the Pacific, which might be 
used by the government at any time. 

An official of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship company says: "Three of 
,our vessels have,- ie.en inspected, the 
purpose: b.elhe to .ascertain ■ their fit- 
ness for navalj reserve 'duty. No.sucli 
inspection hasi .been ma,de' of pur ves- 
sels since the beginning of the war 
with Spain ten- years ago. 

"Arrangements have been made to 
Inspect all our vessels as they come 
into port. Inspection >ieans going 
over the ship when sho is empty, tak- 
ing lier .measuremoiit.5, tonnage, etc., 
and placing each vessel in a class, us 
a transport, collier or provision ship 
according to fitness for such duty. 

"In case of an emergoncy. tho gov- 
ernment will have a fleet of ships 
which it can charter at .short notice. A 
11.3t of our ships Is now in the hands 
of the government and include tho Al 
Ki, Bonlta, City of Puebla, City of 
Seattle, Cltv of Topeka, Coos Bay, 
Curacao, Cottage City, Governor, Hon- 
iara, Pomona, President, Queen, lia- 
mona, Santa Cruz, Santa Rosa, Sena- 
tor, Spokane, State ot California, 
Umatilla, Meteor, Eureka and Tam- 
pico.

Tho poorer ones were 
afterwards sold,- while the government 
still retains the be.5t of the collection 
for her transport service." 

Rear Admiral Glass said the work 
was being done by the boar.1 of in- 
spection under instructions of the 
United States navy department which 
for somo time past has been making 
examinations of American merchant 
ships, as opportunity offers, with a 
view to ascertaining their availability 
as colliers, provision ships or for the 
transportation of men from port to 
port on the coast. He said: "There is

In Hocato straits, ;i former 
favorite fishing bank for American 
craft, there has been an appreciable 
dpcroa.'^o in the catch by men from 
this side, owing to the patrol boat 
Kestrel, of the CnMa<lian government, 
which has been located in the straits 
for some time past. In speaking of 
the result an officer , om .the . .IJrancis 
Cutting, from ' tlils-' port, ^13 yester- 
day: , 

"During January last year, Ameri- 
can boats caught 3,000,000 pounds of 
halibut off the banks in Hecate 
straits. Thus far this year less than 
250,000 pounds have been caught 
there, Butler Cove, on Stephens isl- 
and, where they have been in the 
habit of cleaning the fish, has not 
been visited by an American boat 
since November. The Kestrel keeps 
the American captains guessing, and 
by preventing them from using har- 
bors to cleanrthfir flsh they eventual- 
Iv force them onto Alaskan banks for 
their catch." .• ■ t

LARGE AUDIENCE FOR 
AUSTRALIAN DIVINE 

Rev, E. Tremayne- Dunstan 
Gives Eloquent Sermon in ,■ 
Congregational Church • 



There - was a -large attendance at the 
Congregational church ■ on Sunday 
evening ' to' hear Rev. E, Tremayne 
Dunstan, the Australian divine, who is 
inaklng a two weeks visit in the city 
and during his stay here will assist 
Rev. H. A. Carson, pastor of that 
church. In a series of evangelical meet- 
ings. Rev. Mr. Dunstan, In an eloquent 
sermon, on liio subject "The Angel and 
the Ass," demonstrated his powers of 
eloquence and fully realized the many 
flattering notices which preceded his 
arrival hero. 

The text on which Rev. Mr. Dunstan 
spoke was taken from tlie words "And 
the Lord opened the mouth of the ass; 
and she said unto Balaam: What have 
I done unto thee, that thou hast smit- 
ten me these three times? And 
Balaam said unto the ass. Because 
thou hast mocked me: I would there 
were a sword In my hand, for now 
would I kill thee. And the ass said 
unto Balaam, Am not I thine ass, upon 
whlcli^ ihou h:\it ridden ever since I 
was thlue unto this day? Was I ever 
wont to do so unto thee? And he said 
nay. Then the Lord opened the eyes 
of Balaam, and he saw the angel of the 
Lord stkndlng in .the, ,\i;ay, and his 
sword drawn -Ih' hls; hafaid: .- And he 
bowed down his hbad, and fell nat on 
his face." Numbers XXII, 28-31. 

This narrative of Balaam, and the 
as.s tliat K|)ake, has been singled out 
more tlian any other, save perhaps that 
of Jesse for the sliafts of contemp- 
tuou.-s ridicule, and scoffers have al- 
ways found it a fair, field in which to 
exercise their shallow,"' wit; while on 
the other tiand, those.who' have under- 
taken the defence of a literal interin-e- 
tation of this and similar riarratlves, 
have reared against— this'- story their 
most pmiderous buttreisses . of argu- 
ment. I am Inclined to 'think that the 
story of Balaam woul^ never have baen 
assailed' as. it. bas;.,b'eeh„ It it, had> not 
been defended -veith Iniposslbid exegesis. 

Literalista have'done a great deal to 
encourage 'sfe'dgtlclsm by setting up 
a rigid; standard of interpretation 
which the Bilile Itself never Insists up- 
on, and which Christ and His apostles 
distinctly disclaim by the free verbal 
use which they make of the Old 
Testament Scriptures. Christ never 
fails to give the Inner meaning of a 
text He quotes; but, when we ha've 
made every allowance for translation, 
we cannot fall to see that He shows 
an utter disregard of mere verbal ac- 
curacy. The wisest and deepest think- 
ers in the Christian church have warn- 
ed us against staking the crediblllt-y of 
religion on this or that text and against 
insisting that the whole structure of 
Christianity must stand or fall with the 
minute and literal exactness of this or 
that narrative. To do this Is to hedge 
Scripture round v.-ith needless and In 
superablo dillicultiea, and to subject 
the sensitive believer to a severe strain 
upon his religious faith and feeling 
AVe have to recognize tile fact, If we 
would read tlie Scriptures intelligently, 
that these sacred books are a compila- 
tion, a growth of centuries, and that 
they take their literary coloring from 
the period to which they belonged. You 
have here poetry and history, allegory 
and legend, parable and prophesy, in- 
termingled; and we have to exercise 
our natural intelligence and our spiri- 
tual faculties in determining these. 
The mechanical theory of inspiration 
is as dead as Julius Caesar, and yet 
our faith in the . authority and poweu 
of Holy Scripture InMta- afiUlty t 
make men wise funto .salvation i 
stronger today thaa ever'jlt was. Th 
greatest blowi whlch Infidelity- has ever 
received has been given bj' some of 
the exponents of what has been called 
the higher criticism. 

This story of Balaam is a case in 
point. There is no room for jest when 
wo realize that these magnllicent chap- 
ters form an allegory which Is the 
vehicle of great mor|}.l truths. It is not 
a story told simply to excite astonish- 
ment; it Is a parable which reveals to 
us the working of 'Providence and in- 
terprets for us.sohiei'of the outstanding 
facts of life. Of course If any man 
prefers to read this as actual history, 
yet him do SO by all means, only let 
him remember that his is not the only 
possible reading. There are clear indi- 
cations that this Is what publishers 
call an Inset, and many scholars agree 
that this is a poetic version which has 
taken the place of an earlier recital 
of fact. 

'Take up the story in the light of 
an allegory, based 'up.oh a. frame work 
of history, and you will find it full of 
teaching. Balaam, the ^on of Beor, is 
introduced to us as a groat Mesopo- 
tamian sorcerer, living at Pethor on 
the banks of the Euphrates.. The 
names applied to his divinations, and 
enchantments indicate his addiction to 
forl)Idden arts. His aid was sought by 
Balak, the son of Zlppor, who was 
king of 'Moab and who had watched the 
advance of the children of Israel with 
an ever-growing terror. Sihon, of the 
.•Vniorites, and Og, the king of BaslK^n, 
had been slain, and now the whole 
east of Jordan had been subdued by 
I.^raol, are afterwards the Bedouin 
tribes had been driven baeic. The gods 
of the nations seemed to be impotent; 
but Balak had heard of a tirophet who 
used the name of some other god in 
his incantations, so he sent an em- 
bassy to seek the aid of Balaam in 
accompli.'shing the overthrow of his 
cneiuies. This probably is the histori- 
cal basis of the narrative which fol- 
lows, just as there wa.s probably au 
historical basis for the dream of Job, 
and as there may have been even for 
the story of the prodigal son. The 
kini; looked down from Pisgah upon 
the conntleK.H tents whicli broke the 
monotony of the desert, and lie 
thought — if only that splendid sorcerer 
will come from the vale of the 
Euphrates with Ills spells and curses. 
I'he proud army In the valley may be 
"fettered fast liy the unclaiiking 
chains." .So the ciders were sent on 
their errand, traversed their long 
journey and delivered their message. 
But iJialaam. sorcerer though he was, 
had still soiiio faltli in .loliovah. Like 
Melcliesidic .'ind Job. though not of 
Israel, he shared the faith jjf Israel. 
In that valley in which he llted there 
probably yet lingered .-some Teninants 
of tliat monotheistic belief which we 
might expect to find , Irv ; the ancient 
liome of Abraham.-,,";^ ^ 
the messengers came,; iWl.'th theIc hands 
full of rewards, he re'solved to, consult 
the BordjahdUdi scelt , divine gu 
And so . Ave are - tqld • In tho. ppetlo; nar.r. 
rotivo that God appeared, asked the' 
prophet who the men wer.e, : and.' then 
distinctly forbade him to ' accept" the 
Invitation. Thus directed, Balaam 
said "No!" to the embassy, yet In hlw 
heart ho meant "Yea." In the dreams 



oi: the night he saw ^ the glittering 
gold, and hoard the cltnUmg of the 
shekels of Moab, and though he;had 
boasted about refusnig "a house .full 
ot silver ittud gold," the very phrasing 
o,f his boast revealed the fact that sll- 
ver, and -gold loomed .rather largely in 
his mindi ■ : . 

' The "atnbassadors of Balak.saW:. their 
opportunityi"'and' lndiioed.':;the!t-prophet 
to; seek 'a. second time-" the /counsel of 
hlsrgQdiTjHe'.didiSoi 'and-'nbw a dlffor- 
fent" answer came— "Certainly, you may 
go-r— go* by > all '' means ! v What does it 
mean?' *Surely^Grod". changes Hi.i word! 
It' la tho truth "often illustrated in 
Scripture. Listen! "Ephrlani is turned 
unto Idols, let him ' alone." Listen 
you! ."Go up to Ramoth Gllead and 
prosper." Ahab wanted to go, and ac- 
cording to the desire of hi.s heart, God 
answered him. When a man trifles 
with himself and with his. sense of 
duty, God does seem to say to him, 
"Go on in your ' chosen course, until 
you learn by bitter experience that 
your way is not the best way." The 
dower of freedom in itself implies this. 
The son said, "Fatlier, give me the 
portion of goods that falleth to me, ' 
and the father "divided unto them his, 
living," and in doing so, said, "CQ' , 
until you know by the experience of 
famine and want, the folly of your 
evil courso." We silence the divine 
voice, the first intuition, and. then God 
seems to say, "Take your. own. course." 
There Is a pas.iago in Scripturevwhlch 
says,, 'nvith the 'fro ward' - thou wilt 
show thyself froward." (That is an 
awful word, and It a true, word. God 
has his owh way of disallng with the 
real yes and jio.' Now when one says 
"no" with a."3t*S''rIh--It,aGdd^isqm,etimos 
.5ays "yes" with a "no" In It) 

Balaam went; he saddled his ass 
and started out upon his journey. "If 
the men come to call thee, rise up and 
go with them," the voice' Had said. But 
Balaam wanted no call th'at'lpqrnlng. 
He rose up, saddled. his' ass *aha;went; 
and as the ass trotted' along.'the. beat- 
en track, alrea'dy the." master _ saw, 
(rlimmering .before ■ him',- the "house 
Cull of silver and gold.,''. 

Now, mark the sequel. The man had 
gained his point, but he was not 
happy. There was a .sense of uneasi- 
ness, and the sense of uneasiness be- 
came increasingly . oppressive ...as he 
.went'On his way. (Lying ;down, walla 
narrowing,; sleep, trance. iNiimbers 24 : 
15-16.) . ..Presently, therei'sto.od ..before 
him ,ani opposlhg;. angel ; , andi.y?t,ihe,,4.1d 
hot" see the; gleam • of > the svj?ord .and 
the waving .of . the . white..robes,i,thdueh 
he prided himself upon Ijelng "the man 
ivhdse eyes were openX'j; Butjthe aga 
saw, 'and" the dumb beaist turnedflaslde 
and x'an 'into the open-^field. Balaam 
srnote the ass savagely, turned her 
back into the way, and entered now a 
narro-w path between two walls. Prob- 
ably he was drawing near to some 
city, and' the walls protected a vine- 
yard on either side. Still Balaam was 
blind and saw not the angel, but the 
alTrlghted ass rushed to the side of the 
road and crushed the master's foot 
against the wall. 

Again the rider smote savagely, un- 
til, terror stricken, the ass fell be- 
neath him; and as he smote her a 
third time, she spoke nind said: "What 
have I done unto thee,' that thou hast 
smitten me these three tinaes?" 
"Then the Lord opened the eyes of 
Balaam, and he saw the angel of the 
Lord standing in the way, and his 
sword drawn in his hand: and lie 
bowed down his heid, and tell flat on 
his face." ' '.^ "■''' 

Now-, accepted literally,- that storf 
means little, save that it is the record 
of an abnormal portent. No mention 
is made of the presence Of the elders 
of Moab; no further allusion is made 
to the speaking a.5s, and the entire clr- 
cumstanco and context of the narra- 
tive would show that the writer did 
not attach much importance to the 
outward machinery of the story, and 
• that he was intent not so much upon 
describing a marvel, as upon teaching 
a lesson. The Semitic mind was .ac- 
customed to throw all its teaching 
Into this concrete shape. The east- 
erns- .spoke In parables, and while 
viewed as a narrative this story has 
no .special significance, view as a par- 
able, it is rich In suggestion. 

What then Is the outstanding teach- 
ing- of tills incident? This; Every 
man upon an evil course must suffer 
rebuke, cither from the angel or the 
ass. 

There Is the Rebuke of the Angol 

"The angel of the Lord placed him- 
self In the way for .an adversary 
against him." But in his wilful blind- 
ness, Balaam mistook the beneficence 
of an angel for the stupidity of an ass, 
and not until he ceased buffeting his 
beait did lie aw;ike to the presence 
of a minister of instruction. It was 
not the ass but the angel that stopped 
him, but in furious temper he persist- 
ently and repeatedly mistook the .an- 
gel for an ass. Nearly all our mis- 
takes in the interpretations of lil'e 
m.ay be traced to fal.-!e ideas Avith 
which we .=itart. Balaam was not look- 
ing for the nn,:^el. Ha\'ing silenced his 
conscience, he was rather anxious to 
forget that there was any world above 
to whlcli the angel life belonged. He 
saw only the mad before him; the 
covet(!d wealtli in the distance; the 
ass that bore him on his way, and his 
blunder wan tlie elimination of God 
out of life's ecLuatlon. 

Is not this the blunder of our own 
age'.' Do not men start out upon ilfo'.^ 
track in quest of wealth and honor 
and pleasure, and shut God and re- 
ligion .out Of 1 their thought? Do not 
men live as if life v^rere Independent 
and solf-sufficlent?,; -Do they not for- 
get-that -life -is for discipline, .tor the 
fortajation of character. fOf. t^he at- 
tainment of - virtue .and power, "and 
that Its circle sweep.s through eternity 
and reachea? out after the infinite? It 
Is the-pilstakc of Balaam, whose faul- 
ty vision magnified the aas'and fail- 
ed"' td'seo' the. angel. 

Then when trouble and disappoint- 
ment come; all that you can do, with 
your faulty philosophy, "la to thrash 
the ass. You find that wealth does 
not satisfy you; you can never get 
enougii of it. There Is always some- 
body who is getting the advantage 
which you covet; you cur.'^e \'our Inek; 
you bemoan your fate; you liatter tlie 
ass on whicli you ride to fortune. You 
arc, disappointed with pleasure, and 
then you begin to (luarrel -with the 
only thing you have to give you joy. 
"It's all a fraud," you i-ay; "things 
which once ministered to my hap- 
penings, now pall upon me, and I've 
almost forgotten how to laugh." 
Honor, which once you. sought after. 
Is an cinpt.v Ijauble, and you would 
almost prefer the .slinole life whicli 
(Uiec you lived. And all this comes of 
shutting your eyes agaln.st the angel, 
of centering all your attention upon 
the ;i3s. 

Am I speaking too much in para- 
ble? Let me try to make my meaning 
clearer. . What -is the angel that stands 
ever fti our path? , He has many 
names; bocaiiHo he has many tjuall- 
tlds.-and; functions.

: IN KANAKA TDNNELL 



■Staitling Accident to C, P, R, 
" Passenger Train Eastbound 
On Saturday- . , 



North Bond, Feb. 17.— When ; tou 
Walkor, locomotive rivor, piled his en- 
eino up in the centre of Kimaka tun- 
nel, twenty miles oast or North Bend 
on the C. P. R., on Saturday night, he 
mentally bade goodbyu to all the world 
outside the hole in the i-ock that Im- 
prisoned him. . The place was black 
as Ink. All around steam was iiixziing 
in smothering jets. In their cab the 
engineer and liroman, Lylo Beddes, 
tested by touch every possible exit, 
and found themselves hemmed in. 
Walker says now that a man may do 
a great deal of thinking in a very 
.short time wlien he stares death in the 
face. 

The fireman, with Ills face and 
hands burning with tlie scalding 
steam they could not escape, turned 
his deliberations to the delicate sub- 
ject of how they would loolc when 
their burned bodies were dug out. 

All this liappened just before Wal- 
ker saw a light. No. hauled train 
No. 9G out of North Bend, eastbound, 
Saturday. This train had leit Vancou- 
ver at 3:15 o'clock on Saturday after- 
noon. It Vas in the wildest part of 
the Fraser canyon that the express 
bumped the rockslide which tied up 
the main line. 

The train was heavy with mail, 
baggage, express, two colonists, first- 
class, tourist, diner, and two sleeping 
cars, tlie latter 'crowded with going 
liome tourists from Australia. 

The accident occurred at 9 o'clock. 
The way it liappened shows' how safe 
the passenger of a modern train must 
always be.- . ;^ ; /V; . . ; 

With a train going at the rate of 
twenty- rallesS^anlj^hour,, as this was, 
the shock of the colliaidn with the 
.rocks .' Was' merely a' severe jar to the 
pasM&igevs'r-fl^^ cars.\ln the 

mail /and ;'fia!ifg;age ars, of course, men 
and indv^able 'articles sailed through 
,tho ^irii:tfl!-.fhe farthest .corner,. ..but in 
: the pasaiBriger' compartments the shock 
was beautifully, distributed. The crasla 
" of the glassware of the diner jarred 
the nerves of the ladies in adjoining- 
coaches, but only one .passenger was 
thrown out of his seat. 

When tlie crash came Conductor 
George Risteen and Road Inspector W. 
H. Kvans wore talking together in the 
baggage car, and it took tliem but the 
fraction of a second to jump out on 
the side nearest the Fraser river and 
run forward to see what had happened. 
They found the mail car and engine 
entirely within the tunnel. A section 
of rock had fallen in the centre of tlie 
track. When she struck, the locomo- 
tive 'left the rails and proceeded to 
tear out the .wooden filling of the tun- 

The beams were but rnatoneS"for'the 
big locomotive. They splintered and 
smashed with a roar that made the 
engineer and fireman thii-ik that the 
mountain wa.s falling about their ears. 
Tlie engine turned toward the left side 
as she rolled forward. The forward 
trucks of the mail car were jammed 
back against the rear wheels, while 
the mail car gracefully lifted her bows 
over the tender and clamed a few more 
loose staves from the roof. Pressed 
by the weight of tans of rock from 
above, the three feet of slabs came 
down with a clatter and cnclo.scd the 
forward end of the car and the engine 
;like a bfanket. Then the train stopped, 
■but the rocks and the planks and slabs 
continued to fall. Any holes that, the 
. first smash graciously allowed were 
sealed. This was the wall of horror 
that Risteen and Evans and Jimmy 
l^hysick met when, they picked, itiielr 
way forward through, the show.-'- '' ' ■ 
At the mail car they found Jaclt 
IVIcRao and Alexander Allan, who, had 
in great luck escaped, but who knew 
nothing of the engine crew. Risteen 
and Evans climbed into thd edge of 
the tunnel, but were met with a per- 
fect ."jhower of ice and timber and 
Kstavos. Through the jam came a cloud 
..."^of- steam, hot and stifling. 

'^ly Go<3. we have got to get Ihem," 
a5«-'''ed Risteen as he thought of the en- 
iSglniBer and fireman. Btit the three 
.'.fltnew that thoy might work all night 
■VJi^-nd not rcacli the engine, when ten 
■-■^P'*""''^-'^ probably meant life or dcatli 
:,;■%<> the engineer and his mate. Loudly 
"Elsteen called Walker's name, but no 
ansvvM; came : through the clouds of 



as the roof was smashed in. Next 
thing I knew my face was right up 
against the end of the steam glass, 
which had broken. Lord, how hot that 
stuff ,was. I pulled myself out and 
caught hold of Walker's leg, and he 
was trying to find a -hole to leave the 
cab from. I hid my eyes from the 
steam and groped around. We climb- 
ed up and to right and left, every- 
thing burning hot. The gangways 
wero closed. Then Walker got out. of 
the cab window, I think, and I liung 
on to his boot. I wondered if we 
would drown from the water from the 
tank. Wo wero wading in it by that 
time. Down -we craVvlfid and over to 
the right Walker found a hole, hut he 
was too stout to get through. I crawl-, 
cd between the timbers' arid, found the 
air better. Walker squeezed his breath 
out in following, ft 'seemed like a 
week, but w^e must have been groping 
around twenty minutes. We passed 
between the side .beams and tlie wall 
of the tunnel, and you know the rest." 

Superintendent Arundel of . Vancou- 
ver took charge of clearing the wreck 
at noon on Sunday. 

The line -ivaa cleared of wreckage at 
Kanaka tunnel at 5:30 o'clock this 
morning, and trains hold on either aide 
resumed their interrupted progress.

Some of tho stores, according to the 
correct survey aro located in the mid- 
dle of the street, while houses stand on 
the railway right-of-way, and the 
railways rim rampant over private 
property, while in other places tho 
railway would be in the bed of a 
largo stream or on top of a hill IC it 
were in Its proper location. 

Mr, Smith made compete measure- 
ments to verify his discovery of the 
error beforo returning to tho city, and 
after ho had satlsiicd hiins-elf that an 
error oxisted ho notified the V. V. & E.

Once again the city and tho E. & 
N. Railway company are experiencing 
difficulty in coming to an amicable 
agreement. This time tho matter in- 
volved is that of the construction of 
a ch'ain iindor the company's track in 
Victoria West. Incidentally the in- 
tention of the city to give speedy re- 
lief to the iiroperty owners In that 
section of tlie city lying west of the 
company's right-of-way will receive a 
check until the difficulty which has 
arisen is settled. 

It is the Intention of the city to give 
Increased sewer service to that sec- 
tloii and ,to do 'so it is necessary to 
•fiiin a seiwer .under the trade. An 
fasroemenf 'wks-dravvn up between the 
icity and the cpmpiihyr'and .this came 
up for conslderation,,a,t;; last,, night's 
meeting of the city council. One sec- 
tion of ,the .agreqnient enables the 
company, under" ceit'taln' circumstances, 
to direct the remo-val -of the- drain. 
These circumstanfiesiinarrowed 't down 
appear to be thatj thehcompany may 
find Its works are being Injured by 
the drain being stopped up, or over- 
charged, or insufficient to carry off 
tlie necessary drainage so that the 
roadbed would be damaged. 

Point at Issue 
In tills connection the city solicitors 
wrote as follows: 

Gentlemen: "We have the honor to 
advise on the subject of the under- 
taking agreemenCi demanded by the 
Esquirailtiand NanalmorBallway com- 
pany as. ft' cohditiortiprefeedent permit- 
ting the city tbjplaoo a drain under 
their right-ofriway: in^"V;ictoria; West, 
that the ^ city .^engineer has se^n , tliie 
company's ehglneori with a view'; to 
eliminating; th^.' clause .bf.,.the :agr,ee-. 
ment wlilch enablef'the* cptnplahyi u'n-' 
der certain .circuiiiiktances,' to dirocb 
tlio renioval 'of /the; -drain. These cir- 
cumstances, narirbwed ''down, appear to 
be tliat the company may find tlieir 
works are being injured by tlie drain 
being stopped up or overcharged, or 
insufficient to carry off the necessary 
drainage, so that their worlvs are en- 
dangered. 

Tlie company's engineer e.'^plains 
tliat his instructions are to persist in 
having the agreement signed in its 
present form, and tliat he has no au- 
thority, without referring to Montreal, 
to vary the same. 

Tiie city engineer informs us that 
tlie work must be commenced at once. 
He is personally of opinion that there 
is no reason to appreheVid at any time 
hereafter the opening of anything to 
give the company cause to direct tlie 
reinoval of the drain, and lie consid- 
ers that practically no ri.^k will be 
run in acceding to the agreement in 
its present form. It is for the coun- 
cil to determine upon this matter. Our 
vi< ws have before been expressed. 

This is one of the questions which 
must one day be tjirashed out before 
the board of ralliVay commissioners, 
and if the act is!, amended, as now 
sought, rogulatjbns gpverni|ig applica- 
tions of this nature' by municipal au- 
thorities will fee made, vre trust, to 
suit local circumstances. In the mean- 
Ttime the .Railway act provides that If 
we cannot come to an agreement with 
the railway company as tb right-of- 
way for putolic utilities, application 
must be made to the board; 

Would Mean Delay 
Tlie section of tlie agreement refer- 
ring to tlie reinoval of the drain pro- 
vides that tlie company may, on giv- 
ing one moiitii's notice, order tho rc-- 
moval of the drain without the ques- 
tion of damage entering. into the mat- 
ter. It- was pointed out by the city 
solicitor thiat such aii agreement 
would not be at all- satisfactory to the 
city, but that while' the matter could 
be talcen before the hoard of railway 
commissioners considerable ;delay 
would result as It would take prob- 
ably sevisral months before an award 
could be expected from that body. 

Aid. Fullerton was inclined to con- 
sider the action of the company in 
insisting on the clause somewhat ar- 
bltary and he thought llio people ol' 
Victoria West who would be benefited 
liy the drain would i-;itlier experience 
further delay ihau ha\-c tho drain put 
in and then probiihly have it cut oft' 
at a later date. Khoulil the drain be 
IHit in and a, large number of connec- 
tions made it would t.)c too bad i? 
later tho .system of drainage should be 
rendered useless by any such action 
of the company. 

Aid. Pauline stated that proliably 
the putting in of tlie drain might be 
a matter of urgency to tho residents 
of Vlctiu'ia West and lie did not think 
tho railway company would order its 
reinoval unless in the case of actual 
damage to the roadbed.

Tlie liouse. In committee, resumed 
consideration of tho University bill. 

Section 4 was amended by giving 
the university authorities power to 
lease real property for a period not 
to exceed 21 years. 

Mr. Henderson objected to sub-sec- 
tion b. of section 10, providing for tho 
selection of 35 members of the first 
convocation by the lieutenant-gover- 
nor. 

Hon. Dr. Young moved that the lat- 
ter portion of the clause, "and ap- 
pointed for the first convocation only," 
be excised, and explained that its 
intention was merely to honor at con- 
vocation prominent residents of the 
province who would otherwise be hit 
eligible to take part In the proceed- 
ings. (Hear, hear.) These gentlemen 
would be selected wholly irrespective 
of their politics, or of their religion, 
or of any other consideration that 
could be properly called in question. 
(Hear, hear.) , 

, Sectlon'^' 42 •■was so Amended as to 
provide :that all property actually oc- 
cupied or used_by*the university in the 
conduct- of ,any. part of . its ieducational 
system shall be exempt from every 
description of taxation. 

Theological Degrees 
On section 91. in respect to the af- 
filiation of theological colleges, Mr. 
Macdonald urged that it be struck out, 
as the British Columbian college 
would no doubt eventually affiliate 
with this university unless prevented 
from doing so by some such provision. 
Sufficient safeguards already sur- 
rounded in ills opinion tlic granting of 
theological degrees. 

Hon. Dr. Y'oung said tliat lie had 
carefully read over a letter which lie 
had received from Dr. White, and in 
which that gentleman declared that 
their degrees were not at present 
granted unless the qualification pro- 
vided by this clause' was observed.

Such a provision was not 
to be found in ans^.othe^ .slmilai? m.eaa.r 
ure, and why lntroduo,6.it,.here?> Its, 
presence and Its effect would rather 
be in the direction of "Standing in the

Hon. Dr.^ Younig: reftte' that this 
provision confbrm'efl' 'tb' the practice 
which had nbw.vheoome, customary in 
the older universities, althougii it 
mlgiit not actiiaHy^ be'fqund In tlieir 
charters. Only 'a feW 'WeeTcs ago, the 
Anglican' synod had adopted a motion 
in favor of afflllatlon on these condl- 
itonsl .and the Presbyterians were go- 
ing tb do the very same thing. And 
why should a. special case be made of 
the Columbian college, which stood In 
exactly the same .position." He moved 
in amendment that all the words after 
"confer" In tlie third line, bo struck 
out, and that the .following be substitu- 
ted: ''The degree of Bachelor of Dh in- 
ity, provided that such candidate for 
such degree, must be a graduate of 
some faculty of the university of Brit- 
ish Columbia, or of some other uni- 
versity recognized for that purpose by 
the University of British Columbia." 
And added that this woiild Include 
Columbian college. 

Mr. Macdonald remarked that this 
proposal still further conllrmcd him in 
tho view tliat the entire section ouglit 
to be eliminated. 

i\Ir Henderson enriuircd why minis- 
ters in such cases must be M.A.'s any 
more than lawyers, who sought the 
degree of DL.D.'.' 

Hon. Dr. Y'oung.— I am quite satis- 
lied tliat X am in tliis matter taking, 
not a backward, but a, forward step. 
Tills policy is followed in tho oast, 
and amongst other institutions at 
Queen's. 

Mr. Macdonald. — But Queen's is a 
theological college. • 

Hon. Dr. Young — No, not at all. It 
is a universitj', with a theological fa- 
cailty, for which entirely separate pro- 
vision is made. 
The clause as amended was, carried. 
On motion of Hon. Dr. ■young,,' tho 
committee rose .and 'riapprtedsiprbgress. 
This bill is no^w practically ' passed 
through' commlttbe., / ' 
Cemetery Sites, 
Hon. Dr Young in moving the se- 
cond reading of the bill regarding the 
approval of cemetery sites, explained 
that it had been introduced at the in- 
stance of several inuniciiialitios. One 
of Its principal objects was to prevent 
the pplutlori of water ,suppjie8. 
. Section ,2- makes, the'-jfoUbwlrig pro- 
vision: ' • 
' After' the passing of this act no new 
cemetery or graveyard shall lie opened 
for the burial of the bodies or remains 
of dead persons ■ tintll tlie provincial 
board of, health shall , have approved 
of the site of the cemetery or grave- 
yard, as -a-.-flt: and proper place for tho 
burIal:''of v'the bodies or remains of 
dead persons. 

Violations of thl.i act will entail a 
fine not in excess of $50 and costs. 
To Amend Hospital Act 
Hon. Vi: Young in moving thf) sec- 
ond reading of tlic bill to amend tho 
Hospital act of 1902, explained that it 
;ilil)lled llie per capita grant to iiufler- 
iiily ca.'<e:-i wliich of al cases were tho 
most expensive, reiiuiriiig as they did 
tlic entire, time of -a nurse and , a- se- 
parate room, besides other consldor- 
abe expenditure.

NO FOOD SHORTAGE 
IN THE INTERIOR 



Advices Received Fi-om Gov- 
ernment Agent Confiims- 
News by Telegram 



The stand taken by the Colonist in 
regard to the necessity of more string- 
ent regulations governing- tlie sale of 
liquor to men already drunk, and also 
the imperative need of better regula- 
tion of tlie country "road houses" was 
highly commended by the city fathers 
at last night's council meeting. Just 
prior to tho meeting Mayor Hall called 
the attention of the aldermen to an 
editorial appearing in Sunday morn- 
ing's Colonist referring to the death 
of the man Turner who, wliile under 
the influence of liquor, met hi.s death 
in a fool-hardy .attempt ...to show his 
prowess tai'.:st; climibSrv- Mai^or Hall 
stated that the COlohist' Iias struck the 
right note and something should be 
done to better regulate the liquor traf- 
fic in the city and outside. He thought 
tho Colonist was to be commended on 
its stand on tills important matter. 

Aid. Fullerton suggested that if the 
police did their duty there would not 
be so many infractions of the regula- 
tions. 

Aid. Pauline pointed out that so far 
as the road liouses are concerned 
they could not properly bo dealt with 
by tho city. But the manner in which 
sucli places are conducted materially 
afl:ects the city and while the fcouncil 
might not liavc any jurisdiction it 
could certainly make every effort to 
bring tlio present bad conditions to 
tlie attention 'Jf. the proper authorities. 

Aid. Gle:ison stated that lio was 
sorry to see that some of the .s.aloon 
men in the city are not observing tlie 
regulations.. On Sunday;, he .had per- 
sonally »:fei|ed;teh' 'saJopha;'^^ were 
in somef:i,inanher 'Violatingr ,?tlie liquor 
regulations. 'Aid. Norman' ■was glad 
to 'see the , Colonist had taken the 
matter up. 

Another question which will go to 
the health and morals committee i.s 
the comiiialnt of S. T. Hasting, who 
called tho attention of tlic council to 
tho liouse situated at tho southwest 
corner of Douglas and Herald streets, 
wliich he declared to lie an house of 
ill-iepute. Mr. Hasting stated that 
ex-i\layor Morley, when in olhee, had 
stated that tho woman running the 
house would not be allowed to ojion 
up tho premises, but apparently she 
had done so, and complaints seemed 
to ; have no effect. Mayor Hal! stated 
that, he.' and the chief of police had 
taken the matter up and the inmates 
of the house had been- fined.- • • • • ■ 

Aid; Fullerton took, another fling at 
the police when he suggested' that If 
the bluecoats could , not do . their duty 
the health ahd'piorals committee Wqiild 
soon show' tHem hbw to deal with siich 
cas&s. 

Aid. Mnble was of tho opinion that 
A\d. Fullerton did not know what he 
was talking about. The pollen com- 
intcntion of the government missioners had 'been, trying for .two 
years to close up some of these places, 
hut had tailed to do so. He had no 
oh.iection, however, to tho health and 
morals committee Inking tlio matter 
up, but ho was sure it 'would do no 
good. .

"Aii private families are fairly well 
stocked for the winter, hotels also, 
Bulkley valley have all the provis- 
ions they need, flour is a little short - 
in some cases, but potatoes are very 
plentiful, beef can be had by every- 
one, and from 17 people I have inter- 
viewed from the bulkley valley, I 
hear that there has not been nor is 
it feared there will bo any shortage ot 
supplies before the spring opens up. 

"Now that the government sleigh 
road is open from here to the Bulkley 
valley, freight has been moving down 
there, quite a number of the settlers 
have come in wltli their teams, taking ' 
out not only supplies, but furniture, 
farm Implements,, etc, that was im- 
possible to get out there • by paclc 
train. 

"The people in general feel very 
grateful to the government for the 
building of this road, and it certainly . 
has boen...money,..'well expended, and a 
great ' hp'oVitto j ■tJils'S district."
